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PHYSICAL MEDICINE FOR SOME NEUROLOGIC 
CONDITIONS

Neurologic diseases account for a large proportion of the patients re- 
ferred to a department of physical medicine for purposes of diagnosis and 
treatment. Rather than completely discuss this large group of patients, I 
will attempt.only to outline what I consider to be some of the most important 
services of the physiatrist in dealing with the everyday problems of their 
medical care. 


Peripheral Nerve Lesions 


Peripheral nerve lesions will be considered first because it is in such cases 
that the physiatrist can give such important diagnostic and prognostic in- 
formation. There is considerable difference of opinion as to the relative value 
of the various electrodiagnostic tests. Several research study centers have 
been formed to evaluate end results of peripheral nerve injuries from the re- 
cent war, and the minimal electrodiagnostic procedures to be done in all 
cases are of prime significance. They include the following tests: (1) De- 
termination of rheobase, or threshold of excitability to the direct current, 
and observation of the character of the galvanic response. All agree that this 
simple test is of proved value. 2. Chronaxie measurement. There is some 
difference of opinion as to the relative usefulness of this well known index of 
excitability, as some observers feel that the third test, that of tetanus ratio, 
gives more valid information concerning regeneration. In this test a com- 
parison is made of the minimum strength of direct current required to pro- 
duce a sustained contraction, or tetanus, with that needed to produce a 
single twitch. Optional tests include measuring the entire strength duration 
curve and looking for discontinuities as evidence of early neurotization of 
muscles. Tests of nerve conduction should be a part of every electrical diag- 
nostic examination, and in instances where all other results are negative, 
intraneural stimulation is in order. Electromyograms now assume impor- 
tance as a routine procedure if possible. The information derived includes 
presence or absence of denervation fibrillation, indicating no evidence of re- 
generation; presence of nascent units showing early reinnervation, and third- 
ly, motor bursts characteristic of normal innervation.’ This important method 
will also undoubtedly yield other fundamental information on neurophysiol- 
ogy of future clinical value. 

The autonomic innervation of the skin as it relates to sudomotor func- 
tion can be tested electrically by means of electrical skin resistance measure- 
ments.2. This method is of particular importance in cases of suspected hys- 
terical anesthesia, as sensory and sweating functions are known to be clearly 
related in peripheral lesions and we can thus rely on this electrical measure- 
ment as objective evidence of innervation when sensory tests are unreliable. 


The quantitative measurement of muscle strength is, of course, of prime 


practical importance. In routine practice careful manual examination is sat-

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isfactory if standardized technics are utilized.* For research purposes and also 
particularly in industrial cases more exact measurements are desirable which 
can be obtained by spring balances,‘ ergographs® and, most recently of all, 
a new method which we are trying out which makes use of a strain gage 
giving a reading on an electrical meter which can be calibrated in pounds 
or kilograms.’ In addition, complete analysis of such cases includes meas- 
urements of joint range and in the upper extremities often evaluation of 
manual skill, which can be done with the aid of an occupational therapist. 


In. brief, then, these are the types of tests which can be expected 
when a patient is referred in consultation to a physiatrist for evaluation 
of neuromuscular function. The results, of course, must be interpreted and 
opinion expressed as to degree of neurotization present and, if possible, a 
prognosis for further recovery. 

The principles of treatment of peripheral nerve injuries are relatively 
simple. In the case of suture we secure protection from, stretch until proper 
healing has occurred and afterward we also wish to protect denervated mus- 
cles from overstretching by gravity or by strong antagonists. Immobilization, 
however, should not be continuous, as denervated muscles have been shown 
to have diminished blood supply which is further handicapped by immobili- 
zation." We therefore advocate measures to stimulate circulation, including 
careful application of local heat —- particularly in denervated areas — gentle 
tonic massage and passive exercises. The latter serve to preserve joint 
function, which is dependent on motion. The optimal electrical stimulation 
of denervated muscles has been shown to diminish the severity of muscular 
atrophy and aids in hastening return of voluntary power following reinner- 
vation. As soon as motor units begin to function voluntarily, occupational 
therapy is often the best means of regaining further strength and skill, par- 
ticularly of the hand, in lesions of the median and ulnar nerves. 


Other Lower Motor Neuron Diseases 


A very common type of peripheral nerve lesion encountered in civilian 
practice is that of facial paralysis, or Bell’s palsy. The cause may be obscure, 
related to exposure to cold, possibly an infectious neuritis or secondary to 
middle ear or mastoid infection. It is especially important to recognize the 
_ presence of the latter condition when present, since prompt specific therapy 
is indicated. Electrical testing is of no value until five to ten days after 
the onset, as degenerative changes cannot be determined before that time. 
If normal or nearly normal electrical excitability is present alt the end of ten 
days, one may be reasonably certain that spontaneous recovery will occur 
within three to six weeks in the ordinary case of Bell’s palsy. If there isa 
classic reaction of degeneration present, the prognosis is that of probable 
partial recovery beginning usually about ninety days after the onset. Pa- 
tients should be warned that in this severe type of paralysis there will always 
be a residual defect in function. The face at rest may appear normal except 
for involuntary spontaneous twitching in some cases, but on active motion 
the several divisions of the nerve function en masse. The eye and mouth 
motions are always associated, and sometimes there may be simultaneous 
activity of the lacrimal and salivary glands. There is also a tendency toward

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contracture, with the result that forward excursion of the mouth is limited 
and the orbital aperture is decreased. 
The principles of treatment for peripheral nerve injuries apply likewise 


to Bell’s palsy and to peripheral neuritis of toxic, infectious or nutritional 
origin. Electrical stimulation may not be tolerated in many cases of perip- 
heral neuritis, owing to hypersensitivity of sensory nerves rather than an- 
esthesia. 

The treatment of anterior poliomyelitis will be omitted, as it merits con- 
siderable detailed discussion beyond the scope of this paper. 


Involvement of spinal motor and sensory roots by protrusion of the 
nucleus of invertebral disks probably deserves special attention. It is the 
feeling of many physicians that in case of acute back pain and sciatica due 
to a suspected protrusion of a lumbar disk a trial of conservative therapy may 
be indicated before complete diagnostic evaluation, including myelography, 
is attempted. This conservative treatment usually consists in bed rest on 
a firm mattress, often with leg traction if there is severe spasm of the back 
muscles. The local application of heat to the back will do much to alleviate 
pain and spasm and is most valuable when it can be frequently repeated 
with a minimum of disturbance ito the patient. Hot moist applications, ra- 
diant heat and short wave diathermy are all satisfactory for this purpose. 
Drugs to relieve pain and muscle spasm should also be used, particularly full 
dosage of acetylsalicylicacid. 


Very often sedative massage if skillfully applied will do much to relieve 
localized areas of muscle spasm. When pain and spasm have been relieved, 
exercises are in order, including abdominal and gluteal setting, lumbar flex- 
ion, and a few inches of alternate leg raising — all in recumbency. The in- 
tensity of exercise is \then increased, with instruction in proper body me- 
chanics, including teaching the patient to bend and stoop without further 
injuring the back. In those cases requiring operation I believe that all pa- 
tients should be taught proper back mechanics and also given exercises to 
develop the musculature, which becomes atrophic after operation and im- 
mobilization. Progressive resistance exercises utilizing the principles de- 
scribed by DeLorme may be helpful in occasional cases, particularly the 
chronic symptoms of many industrial accident cases. The exercises found 
particularly valuable develop the musculature of the back and ithe abdominal . 
wall and the hip and knee extensors. 


In the event of protruded cervical disks and radiating pain in the upper 
extremity we have found in many cases that head traction, thermotherapy 
to the neck, sedative massage and corrective postural exercises may often 
obviate the necessity for operation. Similar physical treatment is applicable 
to cervico-brachial syndromes of other origin, particularly cervical osteoar- 
thritis. 


Psychosomatic Back Pain 


I should like to describe briefly one type of problem case with back 
symptomatology which takes us to the field of psychosomatic medicine and 
which demonstrates the benefit of close collaboration between the psychiatrist 
and the physiatrist. An illustrative case history will be cited which is, I 
believe, self explanatory. 


A 36 year old married woman was referred to the hospital for investigation of the 
cause of her persistently recurring backaches. The past history revealed that her 
initial attack of back pain came on insidiously at the age of 16, was accompanied with 
some sciatica and gradually subsided after several months without other than mild 
symptomatic treatment. There was a recurrent attack four years later, when she en- 
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tered nurses’ training, this time accompanied also with headaches. When 25 she mar- 
ried, and that same year had a cholecystectomy for gallstones; she felt that she never 
regained her strength afterward. She had also had rather vague complaints referable 
to her intestinal functions. 


Six years before admission she slipped and fell on her back; roentgenograms showed 
nothing abnormal, but she remained in bed the greater part of a year because of her 
back and “spasms” of her colon. At the time of hospital admission she complained 
of recurrent back pain, intestinal symptoms and marked general fatigue which was so 
incapacitating that she could not carry on her simple household duties satisfactorily. 


In the hospital, physical examination and inventory of the systems was negative 
and thorough rdentgenologic and laboratory studies indicated no demonstrable path- 
ologic changes. She did have poor posture with increased dorsal kyphosis and a 
slight lateral deviation. The musculature of the trunk was flabby with subnormal 
strength. 


The psychiatrist believed that the patient had a psychoneurosis and, uncovered 
various aspects of her emotional life which appeared to cause anxiety. 


The therapeutic program included physical therapy to develop more adequate mus- 
culature by progressive resistance exercises of the type previously described and psy- 
chiatric interviews once or twice a month. She accepted the suggestion that her back 
symptoms might be related to poor musculature and, as her strength increased under 
treatment and she herself knew her strength was greater as more weights were used 
for her exercise loads, her back complaints disappeared, as did the general fatigue. 
Her abdominal complaints were more persistent but not incapacitating. The psychia- 
trist also noted, improvement in her mental status, although treatment consisted only 
of interviews in which ventilation of emotional problems was allowed without forceful 
psychotherapy or deep analysis. No strong vertal suggestions were allowed to be 
made by the physical therapists, but the patient was stimulated to more activity on 
her own initiative, just as the physical therapy prescribed necessitated maximum vol- 
untary exertion. 


Similar results have been obtained frequently enough to encourage us 
in the belief that the combination of psychotherapy and physical therapy 
is more beneficial than either alone in a variety of problem cases such as 
this one. The physical therapy seems to provide objective treatment to 
which the patient is willing to ascribe the reason for cure when psychother- 
apy alone may not be accepted. There is, of course, actual improvement in 
general physical condition. 


Upper Motor Neuron Disease 


The commonest etiological agent responsible for hemiplegia is probably 
a cerebral vascular accident, usually arterial thrombosis, in the case of those 
patients who survive. During the earlier stages of recovery when paralysis 
is complete the stretch reflexes are found to be diminished or absent and passive 
exercises to prevent contractures and painful adhesive bursitis, together with 
adequate nursing care for preservation of skin nutrition, may be all that is 
indicated. As soon as voluntary power returns, there is usually hyperac- 
tivity of the deep tendon reflexes which interferes with coordinated control 
of movements and leads to contractures. At this stage any procedure which 
overstimulates the stretch reflexes will work against active muscle reeduca- 
tion. We accordingly avoid too heavy massage and rapid passive motions. 
Patients must be taught active relaxation and control of movements. The 
joints are also passively carried through their full range each day to prevent 
adhesions. Although at times electrical stimulation may help teach patients 
use of muscles, I do not consider it an important aspect of treatment and 
would rather emphasize voluntary activities which the patient can repeat 
frequently on his own. It has been found that bilateral movements aid in 
retraining the weak extremity and the occupational therapist may often lend 
assistance by instituting suitable home activities for these patients. Teach- 
ing ambulation is essential, gradually doing away with supports such as 
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walkers, crutches and canes. It may be difficult to know when to terminate 
therapy, as speed of recovery varies in individual cases. One must, of course, 
be guarded in promising cures, although they do occur in occasional cases, 
and some occupational rehabilitation very often is possible and should always 
be considered. 

Patients with Parkinson’s disease or paralysis agitans often receive some 
assistance through physical therapy, although the progressive course of the 
disease cannot, of course, be altered. The symptoms of fatigue and tremor 
can to some extent be relieved by prescribed periods of rest combined with 
purposeful relaxation as obtained through technics of deep breathing and 
systematic individual muscle relaxation. Passive stretching may aid in re- 
lieving discomfort secondary to the unavoidable postural defects. When pain 
is present heat applied to the area is often helpful. In some patients who 
have given up and avoided activity, strengthening exercises, gait training, 
and last but not least, improvement of morale through encouragement and 
sometimes occupational therapy may occasionally bring a ana back to pe- 
riods of relative comfort and usefulness. 


Combined Motor and Sensory Disease 


Patients with multiple sclerosis may have considerable motor disability 
which can to some extent be diminished through therapeutic exercises -to 
develop coordination, lessen spasticity and accordingly improve gait. These 
patients also, benefit by prescribed periods of rest and may be aided psycho- 
logically by occupational therapy and occasionally by electrical stimulation. 
As the disease is in general chronic and progressive, the skill of the therapist 
will be highly taxed to maintain necessary morale. 

In tabes dorsalis where the motor disability is secondary to sensory loss, 
our aim of therapy is to improve coordination and balance through appro- 
priate exercises. These are familiar to physical therapists and have been 
found useful in improving gait, although a measure of success is obtained sim- 
ply by improving the patient’s confidence in himself. 

In combined systems disease or subacute degeneration of the spinal cord 
the symptomatology includes both: ataxia from sensory loss and spastic 
weakness of the extremities. Treatment is accordingly aimed at strength- 
ening muscle groups together with improvement of control and balance. To 
do this we always emphasize active exercises including many times occupa- 
tional therapy for regaining strength and skill in manual movements. Results 
may be quite encouraging in those patients whose cord damage is reversible 
in response to strenuous liver therapy. 


Paraplegia 


Transverse myelitis as a result of trauma or infection in the dorsal or 
lumbar area, of course, results in motor and sensory paralysis. Physical 
therapy in these cases is a special problem which has been worked out very 
well in the service hospitals and elsewhere. 


Muscle Diseases 


In closing, I should like to mention briefly a few negative effects of phys- 
ical medicine. For muscular dystrophy there is no recognized form of phys- 
ical therapy of much value in this progressive disease. Occasionally painful 
contractures can be minimized by passive stretching. We have also tried 
progressive resistance exercises to see if increasing strength of remaining 
muscles would be of benefit but have been disappointed with the results. Myo- 
tonia congenita is another disease of muscles of unknown origin, and in my 
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experience physical therapy is not at all beneficial in relieving the major 
complaint, which is of inability to relax muscles after contraction. Physical 
therapy in myasthenia gravis also yields very disappointing results, although 
I have recently seen a single case report of some benefit from electrical stim- 
ulation of the masseter muscles. I should, however, not like to advocate 
it as the type of treatment to be recommended for all patients. Finally, in 
progressive muscular atrophy, which, of course, is not a disease of the mus- 
cles but results in severe atrophy, fibrillation and weakness of the muscles 
from progressive anterior horn cell disease, again physical therapy ‘aids only 
by its psychologic effect, as the disease does not respond to any known method 
of treatment. 


Summary 


Physical medicine has much to offer in the management of many neu- 
rologic conditions. Diagnostic and prognostic tests of proved value for 
peripheral nerve injuries have been cited. The methods of treatment for 
upper and lower neuron lesions have been outlined. In psychosomatic disease 
the combination of physical therapy with psychotherapy is recommended.

PHYSICAL THERAPY OF THE KNEE JOINT IN PROXIMITY 
TO FRACTURES OF THE TIBIA AND FEMUR *

In spite of the fact that the modern orthopedic surgeon is a master in 
restoring the continuity not only of the bone but also of the skin, muscles 
and nerves, the majority of soldiers with compound comminuted fractures 
of the tibia or femur leave the hospitals permanently crippled, unless proper 
treatment, which necessitates mobilization of the knee joint and immobiliza- 
tion of the fracture, had been simultaneously carried out. It might seem 
impossible to enter upon these two directly conflicting treatments at the same 
time. Nevertheless, my colleagues and I have succeeded in working out a 
practical combined system in the management of these fractures. I am con- 
fining the discussion to the knee joint, on account of the frequency of knee 
disabilities, but the same general principles govern the treatment of other 
similarly involved joints in the neighborhood of fractures, where there is no 
direct injury to the joints. 

In order to get the rationale of the physical therapy, it is necessary to 
dwell briefly on the incidence, mode of production and pathologic physiology 
of the lower extremity and knee joint in fractures of the tibia and the femur 
of the type seen in the military hospital. Injuries to the lower extremities 
are very common in warfare. These are due, mainly, to high velocity mis-

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siles, bullets, and shell fragments. Damage is produced to anatomic struc- 
tures in the path of the projectile — the skin, muscles, fascia, blood vessels, 
nerves and bone. When the soldier is hit, he is in battle dress and in sur- 
roundings which are conductive to infection; as a result, a traumatic osteo- 
myelitis usually follows, which requires a long period of hospitalization. Com- 
bating the osteomyelitic process and restoring the continuity of the bone be- 
comes the main problem of the orthopedic surgeon. It necessitates the plan- 
ning and execution of several-stage operations, such as sequestrectomy and 
saucerization, split thickness skin grafts and bone grafts.’ 

Even when the repair of the soft tissues and bone is successful, the sol- 
dier may be left with a permanent disability, due to the involvement of the 
knee joint. Knee disabilities in proximity of fractures above and below the 
knee joint are almost universally present, even though no direct injury has 
been sustained by the knee joint. 

The severe damage causes an outpouring of a serofibrinous exudate, 
which infiltrates and is deposited between muscle planes, tendon sheaths and 
fasciae in the neighborhood of the damaged part and at some distance from 
it. The extremity becomes edematous, with particular involvement of the 
knee joint, as evidenced by the obliteration of the markings around the pa- 
tella, the assumption of the semiflexed position, signifying that there is en- 
croachment on the joint space. As time goes on, the serofibrinous fluid un- 
dergoes fibroblastic proliferation with formation of connective tissue and ad- 
hesions between muscle planes, tendons, fasciae and joint surfaces. A reflex 
disturbance of a sympathetic nature is frequently set up in the tissue with 
a resulting vasomotor imbalance and stasis of blood and lymph, which is 
seen clinically as coldness, cyanosis and trophic changes in the entire lower 
extremity.? 

The immobilization, which is the key to bone repair, aggravates the 
condition by depriving the tissues of the normal pumping action of muscle 
contraction, which helps to empty the veins and the lymphatics. The sum 
total of these adverse phenomena convert the musculature of the thigh to a 
hard, fibrotic, rubbery mass. The quadriceps atrophies, the capsule of the 
knee joint loses its elasticity, and adhesions form between the femoral con- 
dyles, tibial plateau and patella, resulting in total or partial loss of joint 
motion. 

It is evident that the concentration on restoration of bone continuity 
through immobilization and surgical procedures will not produce as an end 
result a normally functioning lower extremity. The treatment of the soft 
parts and the knee joint must start and run concomitantly with the treatment 
of the fracture. If the treatment of the muscles and the joints is delayed 
until the bone is repaired, enough time elapses to cause an irreversible per- 
manent damage in the muscles and knee joint, and no amount of physical 
therapy or surgery will be of any value. If bone is shattered or lost, there 
is still available spare bone in the body which, in the form of bone grafts 
and bone chips,’ could be used to bridge the defect, but there are no spare 
parts for the knee joint. The treatment of the knee and the structures around 
it, like the fracture, must receive immediate attention and resolve itself logi- 
cally into combating the pathologic process following injury. [It ‘consists 
mainly of the reduction of edema through heat, massage and exercise; in- 
crease of the circulation through whirlpool baths, infra-red radiation and 
short wave diathermy, and, what is most important, the muscles must be 
kept functioning and the knee moving through quadriceps exercises, active, 
active assistive, and passive motion.

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Report of a Case 


A soldier was struck by enemy shell fragments at Okinawa on May 11, 1944, sus- 
taining a compound, comminuted fracture of the upper third of the left tibia and 
fibula. The wound was debrided, and the leg was placed in a cast. The patient was 
evacuated by air to Guam, where the cast was changed and a transfusion and penicillin 
were given. The cast was windowed and the wound drained through the cast. On 
July 11, sequestrectomy and saucerization were done at the Crile General Hospital, 
and a split thickness graft was applied. About the end of August, 1944, drainage sub- 
sided. The patient was treated in the physical therapy department after July 20, 1944, 
with whirlpool, massage, active and active assistive motion to the knee joint as de- 
scribed. There was active extension of left knee of 175 degrees and active flexion, of 
90 degrees (fig. 1). 


There could be no disagreement as to the benefits to be derived from 
physical therapy were it not for the fact that each measure, singly or in com- 
bination, is directly antagonistic to the key of bone repair — immobilization. 
How can one give infra-red radiation, massage and whirlpool baths, as well 
as active and active assistive motion, to a knee encased in a plaster cast or 
to a fractured femur in balanced traction? To solve this problem a system 
of management of fractures of the tibia and femur has been worked out by 
the orthopedic and the physical therapy’ section at the Crile General Hos- 
pital, where there were a large number of patients with such injuries in the 
wards at the same time. 


Management of Fractures of the Tibia 


1. The patient is kept in a plaster cast a minimum of time. For less 
serious cases of nonunion, the extremity is placed in an L-shaped wire splint 
as soon as the patient is admitted to the hospital. In the more serious. cases 
of nonunion, a bivalve cast is applied, in which the upper shell is removable. 

2. The patients are sent on wheel chairs or stretchers to the physical 
therapy clinic, where the extremity is lifted out from the cast or from the 
wire splint and is immersed in a whirlpool bath at a temperature of 100 F., 
which may be gradually increased to 105 to 110 F. The length of treatment 
is from fifteen to thirty minutes. A liberal amount of boric acid is added to 
the water. An attempt is made to segregate patients and confine them 
to the use of whirlpool baths marked “septic.” Between each use the baths are 
scrubbed thoroughly with soap suds followed by a 5 per cent solution of saponated 
cresol (Lysol) to minimize chances for cross infection. No cross infections 
were observed during almost two years of operation. Mechanical whirlpool 
baths (hydromassage) aid in the elimination of infectious material from the 
muscle planes of the leg, cause an increased circulation as evidenced by the 
pink color which the extremity acquires after treatment and break up vaso- 
motor spasm.* After this treatment, the extremity is wiped with a bath 
towel, the wound is redressed with a layer of petrolatum gauze, and sterile 
dressings and the patient is transferred to an adjacent gymnasium, where 
the extremity is exercised. The patients with more serious nonunion get 
quadriceps exercises only. Those with less serious nonunion get active and 
active assistive motion to the knee joint. On first glance, exercise of parts 
with nonunited fractures seems hazardous, but if advantage is taken of lev- 
erage and if the site of fracture is properly supported no particular danger 
results.’ In twenty months of moving limbs with nonunited and poorly united 
fractures only one refracture occurred. When one considers the heavy vol- 
ume of patients treated, the severity of the bony injuries, the frequency of 
nonunion and the fact that expert personnel is not always available, this is 
indeed a small percentage.

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Technic of Giving Active Assistive Motion to the Knee Joint in Non- 
united Fractures of the Tibia. — 1. In fractures of the tibia, the upper frag- 
ment is always used as a lever in giving active assistive motion to the knee. 
Active assistive motion is that type in which the patient moves the leg 
through as great a range of motion as he is able with his own muscle power

and then the physical therapist gently increases this motion through several 
more degrees. 

2. If, for example, the fracture is at the junction of the upper and mid- 
dle thirds of the tibia and an unstable union exists, it is obvious that if the 
lower fragment is used as a lever by grasping the foot, the knee being stiff 
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and offering resistance, the tibia will give at its weakest spot, the fracture 
site, and a refracture with displacement will occur (fig. 2). 

3. In addition to utilization of proper leverage support the site of frac- 
ture is important. This may be accomplished in the following manner. A 
magazine is sandwiched in between the layers of a folded bath towel (fig. 3). 
The reinforced semirigid towel-magazine: splint is folded over the leg and 
tied down with Ace bandages, making a substantial support (fig. 4). The 
leg is exercised as shown in figure 5. 

4. As an improvement over the primitive field method just described, 
I designed a special adjustable splint, which was built in the brace shop

of the Crile General Hospital’ (fig. 6). It has these advantages: 1. It fits 
snugly through lacings, as desired. 2. Its length and width are adjustable; 
hence one splint may be used for a whole group of patients. 3. It has eye- 
lets through which pulleys and weights may be attached for muscle exercises 
(graduated, measured, active assistive motion).

Fractures of the Femur 


Patients with fractured femurs are received with the leg in a plaster 
spica. The plaster is removed; roentgenograms are taken, and a course of 
treatment is decided upon. Cases are grouped into three general classes and 
managed accordingly. , 


1. Incase of traumatic osteomyelitis sequestration and saucerization are 
done. A split thickness skin graft is applied as a dressing into the depths 
of the wound, either immediately or in a few days. After the wound is cov- 
ered by split skin, a fenestrated spica is applied, through which surface care 
of the split graft can be administered. This consists of ultraviolet irradiation

with the air-cooled Kromayer lamp, with either the regular window of the 
housing or the quartz rod if the wound is deep. Many skin grafts with an 
incomplete take, exhibiting sloughed, denuded, or ulcerated areas, are cov- 
ered with epithelium after a series of applications of heavy doses of ultra- 
violet. In complete takes, the graft is treated with an antiseptic baby oil, ; 
to clean out scales and debris. Later, stretching and massage are applied 4 
at the junction of the graft to normal skin. This is done to increase the 
mobility of the skin over the surrounding tissues as a preparation for further 
surgical procedures, such as closure. Prior to any operative procedures, these 
patients are instructed in static quadriceps exercises. After the operation,

means of pulleys and weights attached to special brace. 


the patient is instructed to do three hundred contractions every hour. It is 
more efficient to contract the quadriceps strongly and in a sustained manner 
at a slow rate per unit of time, rather than at a high rate of minimum 
strength. After six to eight weeks, balanced traction is applied to promote 
further mobility of joints. 

2. Some patients without osteomyelitis but with malpositions and bone 
defects which are not expected to heal properly by conservative means are 
sent to surgery for realinement of fragments and bone grafting. The limbs 
are put up in plaster casts for six to eight weeks, after balanced traction is q 
applied. These patients are also instructed in quadriceps exercises, which 
they carry out during the time they are immobilized in a cast. { 

3. The majority of patients admitted with fractured femurs are placed, 
after the removal of the casts, in balanced traction. While in balanced trac- 
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tion, the patients receive the following physical therapy: (a) Quadriceps 
exercise; (b) infra-red radiation to the knee, by hand lamps; (c) effleurage, 
to include as: wide an area as possible around the wound, and friction mas- 
sage to the peripatellar region to prevent fibrous adhesions; (d) active and 
active assistive motion through the angle formed between the _ half-ring 
Thomas splint and the Pierson attachment (25 to 35 degrees), done through 
releasing the weights attached to the Pierson attachment (fig. 7), and (e), 
after some union is present, use of a hand exerciser attached to a frame to 
get a further increase of knee motion. 

Fractured femurs cause by far the greatest number of knee disabilities, 
especially if the fracture is in the lower third, because of the adherence of 
the quadriceps to the site of fracture. Compound comminuted fractures of 
the upper third of the femur tend to produce a condition comparable to Volk- 
mann’s contracture in the forearm and hand, due to nerve and blood vessel dam- 
age to the quadriceps group of muscles. The progress of bone repairs is followed 
by bedside roentgenograms. Patients in whom proper union fails to develop 
are treated with bone grafts; those with fair union are given braces., At

least 30 to 40 degree knee flexion is necessary before a patient may be al- 
lowed to wear a brace. No drop lock for knee function is allowed, owing 
to lack of patient cooperation. Knee flexion (minimum) is necessary to 
prevent undue strain on the.fracture site in locomotion and a resulting re- 
fracture. While in braces, patients go daily to the physical therapy depart- 
ment, where the braces are taken off and they receive either fifteen or thirty 
minutes of whirlpool at a temperature of 100 to 105 F. or infra-red radiation 
and massage to the knee joint, followed by exercises in the gymnasium, in 
the form of active or active assistive motion, to increase the range of knee 
motion. 

As in fractures of the tibia, support of the site of the fracture is essential. 
This is accomplished in three ways: 1. If there is a fairly good union, the 
lower fragment is supported (pressed down) manually by one hand of the 
operator, while the other hand is used in producing active assistive motion. 
2. If there is a poor union, the extremity (thigh) is placed on a padded 
board and the upper and lower fragments of the fracture are strapped down 
in place by adjustable straps. Active and active assistive motion are insti- 
tuted, a weight load compatible with the degree and stability of the union 
being used. 
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3. For patients with poor union, as a refinement of this technic I have 
designed a special adjustable femur brace which was produced at the or- 
thopedic brace shop (fig. 8). It has the same characteristics and the same 
advantages as the tibia brace already described. 

No matter what the management is and what is done in the way of physi- 
cal therapy, some patients with a fractured femur will be left with 30 or 40 
degrees of motion in the knee joint. This is particularly true of fractures 
of the lower third of the femur, because of adherence of the quadriceps mus- 
cle to the site of the fracture. No amount of active assistive or passive mo- 
tion will accomplish results in these cases. The only way to get more range 
is to do a quadriplasty. This operation frees the muscle from its adherence 
to the fracture site. The capsule of the knee joint, which is contracted in 
such cases, is split longitudinally, and the knee is put up in a plaster cast, 
at as an acute a degree of flexion as is compatible with proper circulation. 
Physical therapy is started from seven to ten days postoperatively, while 
the stitches are still in. It consists of infra-red radiation, quadriceps exer- 
cises and active assistive motion to the joint. This program must be carried 
out twice daily, even though the operative site is swollen. . 

A common end result of quadriplasty repair is almost normal flexion, of 
the knee joint but a deficit of 15 to 25 degrées in extension. In order to gain 
normal extension, quadriceps exercises against heavy resistance are of value.‘ 
By pulling a. heavy load, a greater number of muscle fibers are called into 
play and the contractility span of each fiber is increased; as a result, the 
quadriceps atrophy, which is so common in fractures of the femur, is partially 
overcome in a period of a few weeks, as seen and proved by actual measure- 
ment with a tape measure; such measurements are done weekly by the phys- 
ical therapists and their helpers on the knee ward at our hospital. 

A simple means which is in use at the Crile General Hospital to provide 
heavy resistance is to straddle two larger sandbags, which are held together 
by an intervening cloth in a saddle-like manner over the lower part of the 
leg (fig. 8). These are tied down to the foot by cloth straps to prevent slip- 
ping during exercises. Smaller sandbags similarly fastened together in pairs 
by intervening cloth are added as the power of the quadriceps is increased. 
If available, a lead shot of large caliber may be used in place of sand in the 
bags. This has the advantages of decreasing bulk and easier adjustability 
from the standpoint of total weight used for each patient. 

While more elaborate means have been described recently, utilizing iron 
boots and metal disks,* the simple and easily available method of sandbags 
or shot will accomplish good results. 


Summary 


1. Many soldiers leave military hospitals permanently crippled, in spite 
of excellent surgical care, because of failure to carry out mobilization of 
joints in proximity to fractures simultaneously with restoration of bone con- 
tinuity. . 

2. The knee appears the joint most frequently involved in fractures of 
the tibia and femur. 

3. Physical therapy must be administered to the joints and muscles as 
soon as possible without waiting for restoration of bone continuity. 

4. In many cases of compound comminuted fractures of the lower end of 
the femur, a quadriplasty is required because of the adherence of the quad- 
riceps to the site of the fracture. 

5. Quadriplasties result in failure unless followed by proper physical 
therapy.

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The measurement of motion of a joint first assumed importance beyond 
the field of clinical interest after the first World War, when disability and 
pension boards began to demand physicians’ definite degree measurements. 
In the following decades a greater appreciation by physicians of the value 
of exact measurements in all pathologic conditions involving joints has de- 
veloped. However, even today no definite agreement exists as to either 
the nomenclature of various motions or their recording; furthermore, con- 
fusion exists as to the zero or neutral point in beginning a measurement. 
Numerous authors’ attempted to settle this, and a terminology was published 
in 1936 which has since been in widespread use, particularly by orthopedic 
surgeons. However, even this method had several faults, including the 
changing of the neutral point for each joint and, more importantly, the 
outdating of some of its terminology by newer knowledge — e. g., “abduc- 
tion of shoulder” is given as 90 degrees and a separate motion of “rotation 
in abduction” described. Abduction is now considered to be a combined 
motion of the shoulder girdle from zero to 180 degrees. 


Probably the most systematic method of recording the motion of joints 
to date was that developed by West,? in which the patient was assumed 
to be in the anatomic position and the joint in question placed at the center 
of a circle. All motions of flexion were then toward zero and extension 
toward 360 degrees. The range was calculated by subtracting one from 
the other. Such a system has since been taught to students of physical 
therapy at the University of California. The problem then arose of develop- 
ing an exact technic of measurement for each motion at each joint, for we 
were unable to find any exact description in the literature. 


To develop a standard nomenclature, a concise system of recording, 
and a precise method of measurement of joint motion, we reviewed. the 
literature and the many systems used at other centers and synthesized and 
developed one which will be described. 


In this project we discovered several practical disadvantages in the : 
usual systems of recording, in standard nomenclature and in the use of a 
circle for measuring. In recording motions, extension and flexion of any 
joint are usually listed separately with the prefixes “from” or “to” either 
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written or understood —e. g., “flexion of elbow from 40 degrees, extension to 
160 degrees, range 120 degrees.” Often only one term is used to indicate 
motion and range — e. g., “elbow flexion 120 degrees,” meaning from 160 
degrees of extension to 40 degrees of flexion. Both of these common meth- 
ods are poor, since the former requires extra writing and time for calculation 
of range and the latter does not indicate the limits of the motion so that 
one would note immediately the 20 degree flexure contracture. 


To facilitate recording and to obviate any misinterpretation, we have 
adopted the term “extension-flexion” because it is concise and because it 
gives the limits of motion adjacently, thereby making the total range such 
a, simple calculation that it does not need to be recorded separately. For 
example, if a patient, has a 10 degree flexure contracture with a range re- 
stricted to 40 degrees, this would be obvious by the recording of “extension- 
flexion, 170-130 degrees.” 

Similarly, all motions are given in degrees with the beginning and end- 
ing of the motion listed side by side. In some instances this required taking 
an arbitrary neutral point. For example in the usual method of measuring 
abduction at the hip, with the knees or ankles touching, the shaft of the 
femur is really adducted from a line perpendicular to the pelvis. Because 
the heavy musculature of the thigh makes palpation of the shaft difficult, 
a neutral point was chosen having a line drawn down the mid-anterior as- 
pect of the thigh and placing the leg to make an angle of 90 degrees with 
the line from right to left anterior superior spines. In truth, this means 
the motion begins with the femur already partly abducted, but it does give 
a standard reference for comparing the motion at different times. Thus nor- 
mal abduction is listed as “90-135 degrees,” the goniometer being read di- 
rectly. 

The use of a complete circle was abandoned for measuring and recording 
in order to use the simplest instrument, the 180 degree protractor type gonio- 
meter and also to allow the recorded figure to be a direct reading from the 
goniometer whenever possible. The difficulties in its application to some 
motions — e. g., supination and pronation of forearm — are minimized by 
the technic used. 

Every patient referred to the physical medicine department with joint 
abnormality has measurements made and recorded on a form (fig. 1) on 
first visit and at frequent intervals. 


Measurements are more accurate if lines are drawn with a skin-marking 
pencil so that the goniometer does not slip or can be replaced after the 
motion is made. The terminology, normal range and instructions for mak- 
ing measurements of various joint motions follow. 


Measurement of Joint Motion 


I. Hip. —1. Extension-Flexion, 180-55 degrees (fig. 2A) : The patient is su- 
pine with the hip in extension. The opposite hip and knee is flexed to the 
maximum ta fix the pelvis and flatten the lumbar curve. The axis of the 
goniometer is on the greater trochanter, the stationary arm along the mid- 
lateral side of the trunk and pelvis and the movable arm parallel to the 
midthigh. 

2. Pelvifemoral Angle, 50 degrees (fig. 3): The determination of 
degrees of true hip extension, particularly the amount of contracture present, 
is probably the most difficult of all measurements, since the routine technic 
previously described depends on the opinion of the examiner as to when 
the lumbar curve is obliterated and the pelvis fixed. Furthermore, if both 
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hips are affected, it may be impossible to fix the pelvis. To obviate diff- 
culty, we have adopted the method developed by Milch* for determining 
the pelvifemoral angle. This angle is the posterior one formed by the 
intersection of Nelaton’s line — i. e., a line drawn from ischial tuberosity 
to anterior superior spine — and a line down the midlateral aspect of the

extended thigh. In normal adults this angle is 50 degrees. A greater angle 
indicates the degrees of flexion deformity present; e. g., if this angle is 70 
degrees, a 20 degree flexure contracture is present. 

3. Straight Leg Raising, 180-90 degrees. Straight leg raising is more 
a measure of tightness and/or weakness of various muscles groups than of 
the hip joint itself, but because of its clinical value is included here. The 
technic is the same as for hip flexion except the knee is held extended. 

4. Hyperextension, 180-190 degrees (fig. 2B): The patient is supine, 
and the hip and thigh are dropped over’ the side of the table while the op- 
posite hip and knee are flexed to fix pelvis. The protractor is then placed 
in the same position as for flexion. 


3, Milch, Henry: The Pelvifemoral Angle, J. Bone & Joint Surg. 24:148 (Jan.) 1942, 
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5. Abduction, 90-135 degrees (fig. 44): The patient is supine, and 
the axis of the goniometer is on the anterior superior spine. The stationary 
arm is placed along the midanterior aspect of the thigh; it should form a 
right angle if no deformity is present. This is an arbitrary neutral point 
but is most applicable to all patients regardless of build.

6. Cross Adduction, 90-70 degrees (fig. 4B): This term was coined to 
describe the motion .of the leg crossing: the midline of the body, since true 
adduction is merely the return of the limb from the abducted position. For 
this motion the position of the patient and the landmarks are the same as 
for abduction. The patient’s other leg is actively or passively abducted in 
order to have it out of the way. Then the leg is cross-adducted with the 
hip and knee extended and the heel on table if possible. 


7. External Rotation, 90-40 degrees (fig. 4D): This may be done in 
several ways. First, with the patient supine, the leg in extension and the 
foot at right angle to the table, the axis of the goniometer is placed'at the 
under surface of the heel. The stationary arm is placed in parallel to the 
width of the table and the movable arm parallel to under surface of the foot. 
The ankle is grasped to prevent movement of the foot itself and then actively 
or passively carried through rotation of the hip. Secondly, with the patient 
prone, the knee is placed at 90 degrees flexion. The axis of the goniometer 
is at the patella, the stationary arm parallel to width of table and the mov- 
able arm along the tibia (fig. 1C). ; 
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8. Internal Rotation, 90-120 degrees (fig. 4C): The same procedures 
are followed as for external rotation. 

II. Knee. — Extension-Flexion, 180-40 degrees (fig. 2A) : This may be done 
with the patient prone and the lower leg extended with foot over the end 
of the table. The axis of the goniometer is placed between femoral condyle 
and tibial plateau at either! the medial or the lateral aspect, the stationary 
arm along the midthigh and the movable arm along the mid-lower leg. If 
there is no limitation in the hip, the measurement can be taken by having 
the patient supine with the leg in extension. The goniometer is placed as 
before and the hip and knee flexed simultaneously.

III. Tibioastragalus.— 1. Dorsal Flexion, 90-70 degrees (fig. 5C): With 
the patient supine, the foot is considered to be in the neutral position at 90 de- 
grees to the table. The axis of the goniometer is then placed at the lateral 
aspect of the heel near its point of contact with the table, the stationary 
arm parallel to the lower leg and the movable arm parallel to the lateral 
border of the foot. 


2. Plantar flexion, 90-135 degrees (fig. 5C): The position and the 
landmarks are the same as for dorsal flexion. 

IV. Subastragalus.—1. Inversion, 90-40 degrees (fig. 54): With the pa- 
tient supine, the foot is placed at right angles to the table. The axis of a 
half-circle goniometer is placed just distal and anterior to the lateral mal- 
leolus, the edge of the stationary arm parallel to lower leg and the edge of 
movable arm at 180 degrees to the stationary arm. When the foot is moved, 
the movable arm will follow it through the range of motion. 

2. Eversion, 0-20 degrees (fig. 5B): Position and landmarks are the 
same except that the axis of the goniometer is just distal and anterior to 
the medial malleolus. 
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V. Shoulder.—1. Forward Elevation (Flexion), 0-180 degrees (fig. 6C) : 
For this movement, the patient may be standing, sitting or supine. It: is 
necessary to establish the skin markings and take the measurement after 
the movement is completed, since rotation of the scapula displaces the skin. 
The axis of the goniometer is placed at the lateral aspect of the head of the 
humerus, the stationary arm sighted along the midaxillary line of the trunk 
and the movable arm placed along the lateral midline of the humerus. 

2. Hyperextension, 180-225 degrees (fig. 6D): The position and the 
landmarks are the same as for forward elevation if the patient is standing, 
sitting or prone. If the patient is supine, the affected arm is dropped over 
the side of the table, and then the procedure is as before.

3. Abduction, 0-180 degrees (fig. 6E): With the patient standing, sit- 
ting or prone, the axis of the goniometer is placed at the posterior aspect 
of the head of the humerus, the stationary arm parallel to the vertebral col- 
umn, and the movable arm then follows the midposterior aspect of the hu- 
merus. A second method is to have the patient standing, sitting or supine, 
and to place the axis at the anterior aspect of the head of the humerus, the 
stationary arm parallel to the midsternum; the movable arm then follows 
the anterior midline of the humerus. 

Although movement at the shoulder joint really includes motion in the 
four joints, the sternoclavicular, acromioclavicular, glenohumeral, and scap- 
ulothoracic joints, one is usually interested in the glenohumeral and scapulo- 
thoracic from the standpoint of measurement, when there is any limitation 
of movement. For this reason, the following simple method of determining 
where the limitation exists was developed. 

With the patient standing, sitting or prone, the axis is placed at the 
posterior aspect of the head of the humerus, the stationary arm parallel to 
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and in contact with the axillary border of the scapula, the movable arm then 
follows the midline of the humerus. The angle is noted before movement 
begins; if this angle changes, the movement is then occurring in the gleno- 
humeral joint; if the angle does not increase, the movement is occurring in 
the scapulothoracic joint. 

4. Adduction: This is recorded only if limitation is present, with the 
placement of the goniometer the same as for abduction. . 

5. External Rotation, 0-90 degrees (fig. 6B): The preferred position 
is with the patient supine, although the sitting or standing position may be 
used if the elbow can be rested securely. The shoulder is abducted to as 
nearly 90 degrees as possible, and the elbow flexed to as nearly 90 degrees 
as possible. The forearm is in pronation. The axis is then placed at the 
elbow joint with the stationary arm parallel to the table. The movable arm 
is placed parallel to the ulnar border of the forearm and follows it through 
the motion.

6. Internal Rotation, 0-90 degrees (fig. 6B): The same position and 
placement is used as for external rotation. 

VI. Elbow. — Extension-Flexion, 180-35 degrees (fig.64): With the pa- 
tient standing’ sitting or supine, the axis is placed at the lateral epicondyle, 
the stationary arm along the midline of the humerus and the movable arm 
along the forearm. 

VII. Wrist. — Pronation, 0-80 degrees (fig. 7B): This, as well as su- 
pination, was considered to be strictly radioulnar, hence the degrees of 
normal motion are less than are usually given. With the patient sitting or 
supine and the forearm resting securely, the elbow is flexed and the fore- 
arm is placed in the neutral position with thumb uppermost. The stationary 
arm is parallel to the width of the table, and the movable arm is then 
placed at 90 degrees to the table. The ulnar border of the wrist is placed 
on the stationary arm within this right angle, with the flexor surface of the 
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wrist parallel to and against the movable arm at the level of the styloid 
processes. The wrist then pushes the movable arm to the maximum degree. 

2. Supination, 0-70 degrees (fig. 7A): The same position and land- 
marks as for pronation are used in this motion except that the dorsum of 
the wrist is parallel to and against the movable arm. 

3. Dorsal Flexion, 180-125 degrees (fig. 7D): With the patient sitting 
or supine and the forearm supported, the axis of the goniometer is placed 
at the ulnar styloid process, the stationary arm along the ulna and the movy- 
able arm along the ulnar border of the hand. 

4. Palmar Flexion, 180-100 degrees (fig. 7D): The same position and 
landmarks are used as for dorsal flexion. 

5. Ulnar Deviation, 180-140 degrees (fig. 7C): The axis of the gonio- 
meter is placed at the mid-dorsal aspect of the proximal row of carpal bones, 
the stationary arm along the mid-dorsal aspect of the forearm and the movy- 
able arm at 180 degrees to it. 

6. Radial Deviation, 180-160 degrees (fig. 7C): The same position and 
landmarks are used as for ulnar deviation. 


VIII. Digits. —1. Extension-Flexion, including metacarpophalangeal and 
all interphalangeal joints: The proximal finger joints flex 90-100 degrees; 
the middle, 110-120 degrees; the distal, 45-90 degrees. With the patient 
sitting or lying and the arm supported, the axis is placed at one side of the 
joint, the stationary arm along the proximal bone and the movable arm along 
the distal bone. 

2. Abduction at Metacarpophalangeal Joints, 30-45 degrees: The hand 
rests in the pronated position with fingers together. The stationary arm 
and movable arms of the goniometer are placed at adjacent skin edges of 
any two fingers; keeping other fingers motionless, one is abducted from 
the other. 

3. Opposition of Thumb: Limitation is recorded as fractions of normal. 
Normally with thumb in extension and full opposition the nail is almost 
parallel to the palm, and the pulp of thumb faces those of the fingers so 
that the motions of the thumb and fingers are exactly to and from one 
another.‘ 

IX. Spinal Column. — Because the spinal column is composed of twenty- 
four individual vertebrae plus the sacrum and the coccyx, it is not possible 
clinically to measure exact degrees of motion. Furthermore, because of 
the differences of structure and function of the various divisions different 
motions are possible in varying amounts at each level. For purposes of 
recording, the spinal column is tp be divided into neck and back, and the 
motions to be observed are forward flexion, hyperextension, lateral flexion 
and rotation. We recommend that the examiner record limitations of mo- 
tions as fractions of normal until some better method is devised. 


Summary 


1. The problem of clinical measurements of joint motion in definite 
degrees is reviewed. 

2. A nomenclature, a system of recording and instructions for making 
measurements of all peripheral joint motions using the standard protractor 
tvpe goniometer is given. 

3. A means of recording movements of the spinal column is suggested.

We wish to express our appreciation to Dr. Frances Baker, Assistant Clinical Professor of Orthopaedic 
Surgery and Director of Physical Medicine, for her suggestions, interest and encouragement of this study. 
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Advertising and salesmen in the opinion of the late Glenn Frank, are the 
sparkplugs of industry. A clean, well adjusted sparkplug is a requisite to 
the smooth functioning of an internal combustion engine, but a foul and 
cracked sparkplug tends to interfere with its efficient operation, causing loss 
of power, waste of fuel and irregular performance. Similarly, false, mislead- 
ing or exaggerated advertising may cause waste, lack of confidence and bad 
trade relations in an otherwise well regulated economy. 

The object of this paper is to relate a few of the problems of advertising 
which have come to my attention and to suggest ways and means by which 
the reader may appraise the advertising for himself or secure aid in the in- 
terpretation of advertising claims. 

While this paper deals with advertising of products and devices offered 
for use in the practice of physical medicine, some remarks are in order regard- 
ing advertising as a whole because the problems of the speciality are similar 
to those of the generality. “Advertising is the process of disseminating in- 
formation about marketable goods and services through the mass distribution 
of public notices, using leased or purchased channels of communication for 
the benefit of an openly-identified sponsor.”* This definition is broad enough 
to take in mediums such as newspapers, lay and professional journals and 


periodicals, mail notices, catalogs, radio, television and billboards. The fore- 
going definition deals with goods and the merchandising of products in 
modern industry. 


Propaganda, a means of spreading a doctrine or a system, is not currently 
associated with advertising. The popular connotation of propaganda implies 
a sinister and dishonest activity. It is presently considered an underhanded 
method of advancing a message indirectly. Propaganda can also be used 
for advancing wholesome and useful pursuits. Indeed, its original meaning 
was disseminating information for good, as for example, propaganda for 
reform. Both the advertiser and the propagandist wish to persuade others 
to believe their story, but the method of presentation is so different that 
honest advertising men resent being classified with propagandists. The hon- 
est advertising man works in the open, so that the reader or listener can 
exercise a greater freedom of choice than when the information is presented 
through subterfuge. Hence, one is educating the public when the information 
is presented to a group of individuals and they subscribe to it, but if the 
information presented to them is displeasing it is called propaganda. At 
times, therefore, it is difficult to tell when propaganda ends and advertising 
begins or the other way around. A statesman proposing a change in form 
of government, a politician defending the status quo, an evangelist. calling 
on sinners and the young lover advancing his cause may be classified in one 
of the two aforementioned categories. Pushed to the ultimate conclusion, 
most human beings, if not all, are advertisers or propagandists to some ex- 
tent. Propaganda cannot be ignored from a historical point of view in a 


discussion on advertising.

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The value of advertising in the modern industrial age is not questioned. 
It is difficult to visualize how an efficient and progressive manufacturer could 
move his goods or announce a new product in the modern world without the 
use of some advertising medium. The misuse of advertising — that is the 
employment of misleading, false and unwarranted statements’ to sell mer- 
chandise — requires further development. 


Since a portion of this paper deals with the disservice of advertising, a 
word about the critic or censor is not amiss. The critic should possess an 
intimate knowledge of the field which he criticises. Too often, a critic is 
more emotional than rational and more subjective than objective in his criti- 
cism. A critic of advertising copy can make himself a most ,unpopular and 
disliked person to the highly skilled and well trained writers that prepare 
copy. Any one who has the audacity to criticize is often labeled uninformed, 
living in an academic atmosphere, narrow minded and unacquainted with 
the ways of the world and of business. Since some of the writers of adver- 
tising are themselves critics of their own profession, the job is made easier 
for one who has had several years of experince as an intermediary for the 
Council on Physical Medicine on advertising copy for appliances used in the 
practice of physical medicine. 


An important point to keep in mind is that the manufacturer or his 
agent, the advertising man, is like the buyer, the critic, the reading public, 
the doctor or the engineer; that is, he is human. Fortunately, there are more 
honest manufacturers and advertising agents than there are dishonest ones. 
Dishonest and deceptive practitioners are in all. professions and trades. This 
includes business men, doctors of medicine, and clergy, social service work- 
ers, and it has been hinted that deception and dishonesty exist even in gov- 
ernmental circles. The dishonor which the unscrupulous advertising agents 
bring down on their colleagues provides a spring board for the critics who 
themselves are guilty of poor logic when they fail to distinguish between the 
black and the white sheep. The critic should not place himself in a position 
where he is subject to the same errors as the dishonest advertiser. 

Downright willful dishonesty in advertising for apparatus used for physi- . 
cal medicine is seldom encountered ; false claims in medicine are usually em- 
ployed by the charlatan. If they appear in legitimate advertising, a reason 
can usually be found. It may be a typographical error, a misinterpretation 
of facts or ignorance of the subject. 

Exaggeration is the most commonly criticized aspect of advertising and 
is the problem most annoying to the Council on Physical Medicine. Why 
is it that a manufacturer or his advertising agency employs exaggeration in 
advertising copy? 

There are several reasons, but three are cited. Firstly, a manufacturer 
believes in his product; otherwise, he would not be in business nor would 
he remain in business. He naturally believes that he has the best prodiict 
for the money and passes this enthusiasm on to thé advertising agent. Like 
a proud father, he thinks his product is the best. Bragging, in the opinion 
of the promotor, is not exaggeration. He wants the good features of his 
product stressed to the limit. 


Secondly, there are usually other products in the same sategory being 
advertised. After a survey of the market, the agency or the manufacturer 
may believe that exaggeration is necessary in order to attract attention of 
the reader. However, he may not call that exaggeration but maintain that 
“he is putting his best foot forward.” 
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Thirdly, the interpretation of the facts presented may be entirely dif- 
ferent among individuals. What is truth to one person may not be truth to 
another. In some instances, an honest difference of opinion may exist. 

The public in the generality and the physician in the speciality are not 
entirely innocent and free from blame for exaggeration in advertising. In 
the opinion of some, advertising men, the buyer writes the copy and not the 
seller. In some instances it is written by the buyer because he reveals his 
innermost desires — his wishful thinking for the things he wants. This 
situation stands out more in goods for the public at large than in specialized 
items in medicine. 

As an example, most women crave glamour and an attractive figure and 
men desire to look distinguished and successful by acquiring a camouflage 
in their clothes. The advertising writer is not likely to hold any punches 
to satisfy the wishful thinking. 

In public health the desire to be healthy has a powerful appeal among 
men. Let us consider one product which comes under the purview of the 
Council on Physical Medicine, namely the sunlamp. Why is it (until gov- 
ernmental enforcement agencies restrained the promotion) that sun lamps 
were advertised for the cure of or the relief from colds in spite of -the lack 
of critical and conclusive evidence to substantiate the claim. Is it because 
a ruddy and tanned skin is associated with good health, or is it because some 
physicians may have treated patients for colds with ultraviolet lamps and 
the patients demanded individual sources for convenience in the home? 

Again, why and how did these claims get into print: that a certain wave- 
length of a short wave diathermy apparatus will kill one kind of bacteria 
whilé a change in wavelength will destroy another kind and let the former 
go unimpaired ; that the active electrode when connected to the positive pole 
of a generator of electric stimulating current will lower high blood pressure 
but connected to a negative pole will raise low blood pressure, or that the 
installation of disinfecting lamps in school rooms will prevent the spread of 
colds even though the children are breathing and blowing into one another’s 
faces, exchanging gum and pencils and sitting one in front of the other? 

An advertiser or a promoter has a constitutional right to express his 
opinion on the merits of an article, whether it be a drug, a toilet preparation, 
an automobile or a device for physical medicine. The American way of life 
is unthinkable without the freedom of the press. A promotor can and should 
have the privilege. But the freedom of the press does not give sanction 
to the promotor to mislead or make false statements regarding his product. 
If such occurs, a critic has an equal right to question the accuracy of the 
statements and shall be accorded the freedom of the press to express his 
opinions. 

Apparently this aspect of the advertising problem has been with us for 
many years.” There appeared in the Publick Advertiser in 1657 an adver- 
tisement reading as follows: “In Bartholomew Lane, on the back side of 
the Old Exchange, the drink called coffee, which is a very wholesome and 
physical drink, hath many excellent virtues, closeth the orifices of the stomach, 
fortifieth the heat within, helpeth digestion, quickeneth the spirits, maketh 
the heart lightsome, is good against eye-sores, coughs, or cold, rhumes, con- 
sumptions, headache, dropsie, gout, scurvy, King’s Evil, and many others, 
is to be sold in the morning and at three of the clock in the afternoon.” ? 
When this advertisement was first written, I suspect that the writer and 
the promoter believed it to be true. A modern Better Business Bureau would 
find this ad at least misleading if not false.

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Possibly, ads of this character may have incensed Addison to write in 
The Tatler, Sept. 14, 1710, as follows: “It is my custom in a dearth of news 
to entertain myself with those collections of advertisements that appear at 
the end of all our public prints. These I consider as accounts of News 
from the little world, in the same manner that the foregoing parts of the paper 
are from the great. To consider this subject in its most ridiculous lights, 
advertisements are of great use to the vulgar; first of all, as they are in- 
struments of ambition. A man that is by no means big enough for the Gazette, 
may easily creep into the advertisements, by which means we often see an 
apothecary in the same paper of news with a plenipotentiary, or a running- 
footman with an ambassador. An advertisement from Picadilly goes down 
to posterity with an article from Madrid. Thus, the fable tells us that the 
wren mounted as high as the eagle, by getting upon his back.” * 

Doubtless, Addison would be astonished to know that the income per 
year of some modern ad-writers might be as much if not more than he made 
in a lifetime. Modern advertising cannot be dismissed or ridiculed in the 
way Addison -did. 

History is replete with incidents in which propaganda — advertising, if 
you please — has been used to sell a doctrine or a system either for good or 
for evil, depending on one’s fancy and belief. One method that has been 
employed to propagate a system or doctrine is the questionable approach, “The 
end justifies the means.” 

In modern medical advertising the hearing aid furnishes an example on 
which the copy writer must exercise utmost self control and rigorous restraint 
to avoid using “The end justifies the means.” Apparently, many people re- 
gard the hearing aid as a nuisance. As a matter of fact, the modern hearing 
aid is, indeed, an efficient instrument. Nevertheless, hard-of-hearing persons 
generally do not like to wear them. Hearing aids are not universally popular 
for various reasons, among them: expense, first cost and upkeep, inconveni- 
ence to the user and self consciousness. A long period of seasoning and in- 
struction is required of the hard-of-hearing person to assure the acceptance 
of the aid even after he has purchased it. Although the loved ones of a 
deafened person, his friends and business associates know that he would be 
much, better off with a well adjusted hearing aid, he frequently objects, and 
selling resistance is a factor to be reckoned with. The manufacturer is aware 
of this attitude and attempts to offset the prejudice in his advertising. He 
may write, for example, “Hear naturally,” “The world’s smallest,” “The 
world’s most powerful” and “Perfect hearing.” To break down this sales 
resistance the writer is tempted to employ deliberately or inadvertently the 
theory that “the end justifies the means.” That is to say, any way to get the 
hard-of-hearing person to use a hearing aid is for his own good. The Council 
on Physical Medicine believes that this approach does not contribute to 
sound advertising and actively opposes the practice. 

Much is being done to expose fraud and misrepresentation in advertising. 
Forty-three years ago, the late Dr. George H. Simmons, Editor and General 
Manager of the American Medical Association, suggested a plan which finally 
blossomed out as one of the fundamentals of the Council on Pharmacy. and 
Chemistry. This plan provided for the investigation of drugs and the review 
of advertising claims made for them. Later, the Council on Physical Medi- 
cine and the Council on Foods and Nutrition were established to deal with 
similar problems in their respective fields. A physician or a layman may 
write to one of the three Councils and obtain factual and reliable information 
on a drug, device or special purpose food. The book “New and Nonofficial

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Remedies” contains descriptions of products which stand accepted by the 
Council on Pharmacy and Chemistry “Accepted Foods” describes special 
purpose foods accepted by the Council on Foods and Nutrition, and “Ap- 
paratus Accepted” contains a list of devices that have been considered and 
accepted by the Council on Physical Medicine. Each Council has rules and 
regulations which are followed when considering a product. These may be 
obtained by the asking. 

In addition to investigating apparatus — its major function — the Coun- 
cil on Physical Medicine devotes a portion of its time to the review of ad- 
vertising claims made in connection with the promotion and sale of equipment 
on the Council’s list of accepted devices. 

Fortunately, most advertising for physical therapy equipment coming 
to the attention of the Council is truthful, conservative, factual and dignified. 
Now and then copy will creep into print or will be mailed directly to physi- 
cians which falls short of meeting the standards of accuracy expected by the 
Council. 

Claims in advertising for apparatus under the purview of the Council fall 
roughly into three categories: (1) factual, frank and sincere statements, on 
the one hand, and (2) deceitful, false and malicious claims, on the other. Be- 
tween these two extremes is a broad plateau in which the statements may 
range all the way from unintentional errors to deliberate misrepresentation. 
In this twilight zone (3) deception, half truths, pious fraud, exaggerations, 
humbug and careless mistakes will appear. The several shades of meaning 
given to the words, phrases and statement make the evaluation of the claims 
frequently very difficult. The Council tries to distinguish between unwar- 
ranted puffing up and justified optimism. Will a physician be mislead into 
purchasing ‘a medical product which may, in the long run, do him no service? 
Will a layman be lulled into a state of false security? Will the physicians 
using a fraudulently advertised device to treat his patients injure them and 
create an embarrassing situation? Are there any “weasel words” in the copy 
and, if so, are they included for the express purpose to defraud? Incidently, 
“weasel words” (a trade slang expression) are perfectly good words used 
adroitly by dropping them into passages of otherwise sincere and straight- 
forward copy to convey cunningly an entirely different meaning — usually 
of the misleading variety. What will be the impacts on the reader of an idea 
conveyed by a picture accompanying the advertisement while the copy is 
innocent and truthful? Is the impression transferred by a long passage of 
print misleading in the aggregate in spite of the fact that each individual 
sentence considered separately is accurate or at least plausably so? Are the 
“attention getters” (startling introductions to an advertisement) misleading 
while the text of the advertisement is acceptable. 

The Council on Physical Medicine believes there is a difference between 
the standards of ethics expected of an advertisement for a medical product 
or dévice and for a luxury item. Puffing up the claims for a cigaret or a 
night club might not have.the same unfortunate after-effect on a reader as 
an equal degree of misrepresentation in an advertisement for a physical ther- 
apy device. The standard for a product used in medicine must be higher 
than that for a luxury item. 

There are other sources from which one can obtain information on the 
accurary of advertising copy. The National Better Business Bureau and its 
sixty local bureaus are distributed throughout the nation in all large cities 
and ¢an give guidance in relation to advertising. The Federal Trade Com- 
mission, established by the enactment of the Wheeler-Lea Bill, is charged

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to afford effective protection in the field of interstate commerce. The Post 
Office Department may issue fraud orders denying use of the mails to fraudu- 
lent advertisers. The Food and Drug Administration is empowered to re- 
quire that the truth about foods, drugs, devices and cosmetics be told upon 
the labels of such products. The Federal Alcohol Administration exercises 
a degree of control over the alcoholic beverages. The Securities and Ex- 
change Commission administers laws designed to prevent untruthful state- 
ments regarding the sale of securities. ‘Twenty-four states, more than 56 
per cent of the population of the country, have adopted the “Printers’ Ink 
Model Statute” which makes false or misleading advertising a misdemeanor. 
Eighteen additional states have enacted modifications of the aforementioned 
statute. 

Misrepresentations, involving the sale of merchandise of genuine merit 
by advertising claims that are deceptive, exaggerated or otherwise mislead- 
ing, take place more frequently than realized. This presents an onerous 
problem to handle, since it is often a difficult matter to determine the facts 
bearing on a claim under question. Admittedly, there is entirely too much 
of this type of advertising. Its practitioners are the worst enemies of legiti- 
mate advertising and business, as well as of consumers.* 

Realizing that advertising has imperfections and abuses, critics recognize 
that it is indispensible to trade. Critics — and they include many advertising 
men — would cure advertising of its ills rather than kill it. No one can de- 
fend fraud, misrepresentation or offensive advertising. But the fact that 
some use advertising to defraud does not mean that advertising is unsound. 
Physicians should protest and protest vigorously against advertising that 
defrauds, deceives or offends. They should refuse to patronize such advertis- 
ers — make them suffer the penalty of loss of business for advertising un- 
fairly. Physicians should make their objections known. The Council on 
Physical Medicine and the aforementioned agencies stand ready to help. 

There is one fundamental truth which can be counted on, namely, the 
average American dislikes to be misled by advertising into buying something 
which is misrepresented. If he does, he seldom gets caught twice. 

In conclusion: 

1. Freedom of speech is essential for the preparation of good advertising 
copy. Unseemly, profane and antisocial writing is not to be confused with 
freedom of the press. 

2. A promoter, if his claims are challenged, should be given an oppor- 
tunity to submit documentary and critical evidence to substantiate them be- 
fore an unbiased and open-minded court. 

3. “What is truth to one may not be truth to another” can prevail when 
critical and conclusive evidence is nonexistent. 

4. “The end justifies the’ means” is often regarded good theory in high 
places and by respected people, but its employment is of doubtful expediency 
in view of the unfortunate after-effects. 

5. There are many bureaus, institutions and scientific organizations that 
can advise regarding the accuracy of the advertising claims observed in the 
public print. 

6. Testimonials for a device used in physical medicine are always sub- 
ject to question. Testimonials may be purchased or may have been presented 
by overenthusiastic persons who do not have any specific or critical knowl- 
edge of the subject. The testifier may not be qualified to write authoritative- 
ly. A reader of an advertisement containing a testimonial has the right to 
inquire about its authenticity. 

7. Physicians should be alert and examine carefully the advertising 
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containing excerpts from books or articles of other physicians. 

8. Advertising which contain disparaging remarks regarding competi- 
tors’ products, either directly or by implication, should be examined minutely. 
The chances are nine to one that the advertiser’s product has the same, and 
perhaps many more, shortcomings. 

Finally, we may look upon advertising as Aristotle did when he faced 
the fundamental difficulty of humanism. “He had expounded the theory that 
happiness is due to virtue, and that virtue is a means between two extremes. 
There must be, he said, neither defect nor excess of any quality. We must, 
in brief, go so far but no further in obedience to our impulses. Thus between 
rashness and cowardice the means is courage; between prodigality and nig- 
gardliness it is liberality; between incontinence and total abstinence it is 
temperateness; between Ostentation and meanness it is magnificance; be- 
tween empty boasting and littlemindedness it is magnanimity; between flat- 
tery and moroseness it is friendliness; between bashfulness and impudence 
it is modesty ; between arrogance and false modesty, it is truthfulness.” ®

grateful to the manufacturers of physical 
medical equipment for their splendid co- 
operation in controlling their advertising 
copy to conform with the sound rules of 
the Council. This cooperation has pro- 
duced a kind of advertising which has been 
a great protection to the medical profes- 
sion and to the patients served by the 
medical profession. 

We physicians owe Mr. Carter a real 
debt of gratitude for his courageous and 
eminently fair conduct of his activities as 
Secretary of the Council on Physical Med- 
icine and for his remarkable achievements 
in improving advertising in physical medi- 
cine. Remember, his quotation, “the mean 
between arrogance and false modesty is 
truthfulness.” 


A Preface to Morale, New York, The Macmillan Company, 1929, p. 1606. 
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In presenting a discussion on American spas as a part of this seminar, 
it is obvious that time will not permit a complete review of each of the dif- 
ferent places in this country which render service of this type. I shall there- 
fore confine my discussion to general considerations regarding the spas, which, 
for the most part, are applicable to all such institutions. 

The Indian inhabitants of the United States used the natural mineral 
waters. The Spanish explorers were seeking for the “fountain of youth.” 
The white settlers who came made some use of the waters. In Colonial 
days, the springs of Virginia, including what is now West Virginia, were 
used frequently. The springs at Saratoga were revealed to the white people 
just before the Revolutionary War and have since been utilized continually. 
As the frontiers of the country spread westward, the populace became fam- 
iliar with the valuable natural mineral water sources of the central and west- 
ern parts of the United States. Many of these have been used, particularly 
the many hot springs, in their natural state. 

There has been a reduction in the number of spas during the past fifty 
years which occurred for a number of reasons. The physicians of our country, 
who have received no training in spa therapy in the medical schools, lack 
interest in this treatment. Also, the maintenance of bathing establishments 
and the replacement costs have been so excessive that the owners have been 
unable to provide modern equipment, with the result that their clientele 
dropped away. In addition, the search for specific curative drugs has de- 
tracted from palliative treatment of patients with chronic disease for whom 
the spa can function well. In a few places governmental aid has made pos- . 
sible a program of expansion and development. 
























Definition 






A spa may be defined as an institution where there is some natural heal- 
ing agent, such as mineral waters or peloids; where physical facilities are 
available for the administering of this agent in the form of treatment; where 
the treatment is under medical supervision, and where an effort is made to 
obtain additional information regarding the actual working of the mineral 
waters or muds which are used in the treatment. 

The natural healing agents, including mineral waters.or muds, may be 
classified in general groups. 

Mineral Waters. — 1. Thermal Waters: These come to the surface at a 
temperature above the average temperature of the surrounding air, and, for 
the most part, they can be used at their natural temperature. In some cases 
it is necessary to cool the waters as they come from the springs. Such wa- 
ters are found at Hot Springs, Va.; Hot Springs, Ark.; Arrowhead Springs, 
Calif.; Thermopolis, Wyo.; Glenwood Springs, Colo., and elsewhere. They 
are available usually in large quantities and can be well utilized without 
extensive equipment.

2. Saline Waters: These are either sulfate or chloride waters combined 
with sodium, potassium, magnesium, calcium and other bases. They are 
generally cool. They are the type found at Mt. Clemens, Mich.; French 
Lick, Ind.; Sharon Springs and Glen Springs, N. Y.; Excelsior Springs, Mo., 
and also at many other locations. 

3. Gaseous Waters: In this group are waters containing natural gases, 
such as carbon dioxide, hydrogen sulfide and radon. These gases enhance 
the value of the water and entail considerable responsibility on the part of 
the owners for the proper handling, in order to retain the gases to their 
maximum degree. Waters containing carbon dioxide are prominent at the 
Saratoga Spa, N. Y.; Manitou Springs, Colo., and others. Hydrogen sulfide 
is found in the waters at Sharon Springs, N. Y.; French Lick, Ind.; White 
Sulphur Springs, W. Va., and many other places. Radon in moderate amounts 
is present in the waters of Hot Springs, Ark., and elsewhere. 

4. Iron Waters: The presence of 10 mg. of iron per liter is required 
for a water to come into this class. 

Peloids. — Peloids, which is a generic name for muds and moors used in 
treatment, are divided generally into three classes. 

1. Mineral Muds or Fango: Volcanic ash deposited at the base of lakes 
in volcanic regions is the principal source for these muds. Before the war 
this type of mud was imported from Italy in considerable quantities. 

2. Mineral Sea Muds or Limans: These muds are found in deposits 
along the shores of bays or other inlets from the ocean. It contains the re- 
mains of shells of sea animal life. 

3. Organic Moors or Peat: These are decomposed vegetable materials 
which have been .undergoing decay in depressions of the surface of the 
earth where the drainage is not complete, so that the materials remain moist 
throughout the entire year. They contain various humic and other organic 
acids from the disintegration of the vegetable material. 

Physical Plant. — In discussing the physical plant, it is necessary to say only 
that the details required at any location will depend largely on the nature 
and type of natural agent used and on the number of guests to be accom- 
modated during the season. The bath tubs, piping, heating apparatus and 
arrangement for the administration of baths and other treatments are special 
details which should be planned for each individual spa after a study on loca- 
tion provides information regarding the nature and flow of the mineral wa- 
ters at that place. It is important in the physical plant to have modern and 
adequate living accommodations for the patients. They may be provided 
in the community by enterprising business men or may be a part of the spa 
plant itself. One great criticism of the spa today is the lack of adequate 
living accommodations which may’ be obtained at a moderate cost. 

Medical Control. —'The medical control of the treatments at the spa varies 
in different places. In some spas there is no medical control but the patients 
may go to the bathing establishment and take a mineral water bath without 
medical supervision. At the other extreme is the institution in which all 
treatments must be given on a written prescription of a physician. In the 
latter case the physician is usually employed by the institution or may, in 
fact, be the owner of the institution. Between these extremes are those 
places with medical administrators supervising the treatment staff and the 
treatments given, and available for particular questions referred by the treat- 
ment staff in case there is any doubt regarding the medical status of any 
patient. With this arrangement many times the private practicing physi- 
cians of the community are in a position to render adequate medical control 
and direction to persons seeking treatment at the spa. The ideal program, 
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of course, is the strict medical control. Practical considerations have limited 
the control to the program of medical supervision, particularly at the spas 
in the northern part of the country, where there are wide seasonal variations 
in the demand for service. 

Research. — The study of the natural,agents and their application must not 
be taken as a strictly necessary portion of the definition of the true spa. 
However, any institution which does not evaluate its program and does not 
make an effort to learn more about the application of its agents in the human 
body will not progress. It is for that reason that I believe research study 
should be a part of the program of every spa. This research may deal with 
the basic data regarding the mineral water, such as its origin and ‘content; 
it may be applied to the study of the physiologic reactions of the patients, 
or it may emphasize surveys which provide an evaluation of the clinical 
response of the whole patient to the total program of treatment. 


Indications and Contraindications 


It is difficult to give specific recommendations regarding indications for 
and contraindications to spa treatments. It is fair to say that spa therapy 
has its greatest value in the treatment of patients with chronic disease. Those 
with acute infections, acute surgical conditions or disturbances of short dur- 
ation, for the most part, are cared for at the general hospital in their com- 
munities and do not visit the spas. Patients with chronic degenerative dis- 
ease, which commonly affects the heart and circulatory system and the joints 
and locomotor system, comprise more than half the persons who turn to 
spas for treatment. 

Among the patients with cardiovascular conditions, those with mild to 
moderate muscular weakness, anginal disturbance, coronary occlusion, 
arteriosclerosis and hypertensive problems derive considerable benefit from 
the periodic sojourn at a'spa, particularly if carbon dioxide is an integral 
part of the waters used in the bathing program. Patients with infections of 
the heart or with advanced myocardial weakness such as would place them 
in class IV should not attempt spa treatment. Patients with syphilitic heart 
disease may derive some temporary benefit, but the treatment will not change 
the usual course of the disease. Patients with active rheumatic heart dis- 
ease, subacute bacterial endocarditis and other diseases of an infectious nat- 
ure should not resort to spas for treatment during the active stages. In some 
of these, the residual damage may be such that they would benefit from the 
treatment at the spa. 

Almost universally found at every spa are patients with rheumatic dis- 
ease. The use of the natural agents, both mineral waters and muds, have 
been found beneficial for many patients with arthritis and allied rheumatic 
conditions. One cannot define in advance the exact indications. The patients 
with osteoarthritis generally will respond well to the program of spa treat- 
ment. The patients with rheumatoid arthritis in the subacute or chronic 
stages many times derive considerable relief. In the acute or recurrent ac- 
tive stages the program may be too vigorous and the physician should be 
cautious in sending such patients to the spas. 

Some patients with gastrointestinal ailments derive considerable benefit 
from the internal use of various mineral waters. The patients so benefiting 
are usually those who suffer from underactivity in either the secretion or 
the motility of the stomach, intestinal tract or liver. Mineral waters, par- 
ticularly if they are of the sulfate group and hypertonic in nature, will usu- 
ally increase elimination through the bowels. Waters containing magnesium 
also may be active laxatives. There are also waters whose action. is more 
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of an alkaline nature which can be well tolerated by patients with functional 
gastric disturbances. Waters containing carbon dioxide are usually stimulat- 
ing to the walls of the stomach and must be used cautiously in patients with 
peptic ulcer, hyperacidity from any cause or possible tendency to hemorrhage. 


One is always ready to say that the nervous patient will benefit from 
spa treatment. I do not agree with this broad statement, as many of the 
nervous problems are best solved by the intelligent application of psycho- 
therapy at home. There are many, however, who do benefit from changing 
their location and severing the disturbing contacts with family, business, home 
or neighbors. Along with the usual baths and drinking of the waters at the 
spa, these patients must be taught by their physicians the basic difficulty 
which they have, so that they may return to their home better able to solve 
the social problem which usually besets most of these patients. If the 
nervous condition is one of an organic nature and mental changes have act- 
ually occurred, the patients are, for the most part, not suited to the average 
spa. If they visit the spa, they should have a companion or attendant. The 
general spa supervision is not sufficient for these patients. A nervous factor 
usually is present in every patient. The patient with hypertension is worried 
about impending death; the patient with arthritis is worried about becoming 
bedridden. ‘Fhe nervous factors of many patients can be overcome by a 
month in the pleasant surroundings of the properly administered spa. 


The patient with skin disease sometimes derives real benefit from baths 
in waters containing hydrogen sulfate or other forms of sulfur. The whole 
program is helpful in those patients with dermatologic conditions based on 
the nervous stress and strain of daily life. ‘Fhe alkaline baths may be useful 
in certain forms of eczematous eruptions. Again, as in the other groups, 
one must study the effects of mineral waters more completely in order to_ 
give the exact indications. 


For patients with conditions in the metabolic group, including diabetes, 
obesity and gout, programs can be developed which are helpful. It is not 
clear whether the decrease in weight noted in many obese patients with spa 
treatment is due to the dietary and exercise program or whether the waters 
actually increase the metabolic function of the body. For centuries patients 
with gout have sought the watering places. In this country studies are lack- 
ing of the influence of various types of mineral waters on elimination of. uric 
acid or its products in the urine. Foreign studies report increased elimina- 
tion with various mineral waters. Many patients with gout derive distinct 
relief from the programs available. 


Nature of Treatment Program 


Mineral waters are usually administered at spas either in the form of 
individual baths or as pool treatments. The baths, for the most part, vary 
in temperature depending on the nature of the water used. If the water is 
the naturally carbonated type, then the bath temperatures will usually range 
from 88 to 96 F. In the thermal and sulfur waters it is commoner to find 
the waters given at temperatures from 94 to 100 F. It is important for the 
physician supervising the program of treatment tto know the reactions of the 
patients to the natural agents available and adapt the agents properly to the 
individual patient being treated. The length of time differs in various places 
from as short a period as six to eight minutes for many patients with cir- 
culatory disturbances to as long as .twenty to thirty minutes for patients 
with chronic rheumatic conditions. Provision for rest following the bath 
is made, and at times it may be accompanied with an additional treatment, 
such as pack, massage or other physical modality. 
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Packs may be prepared from either the hot mineral water or the various 
peloid preparations if available. Their administration is, for the most part, 
local or partial body packing. ‘In some places full body packs may be used, 
particularly with mud. In this country the true mud bath has not been de- 
veloped. When the full body packs are used, then one may expect an eleva- 
tion of body temperature of two or three degrees and an increase of pulse 
rate. If one uses the packs locally, one can produce a marked change in the 
circulation of the body without an appreciable elevation of the body tem- 
perature. se acpetll de op 

Inhalation of mineral water broken up into finely divided particles by 
compressed air is a program of treatment frequently used at spas where the 
waters contain carbon dioxide, hydrogen sulfide or radon. Also in some spas 
the saline waters are suitable for this form of treatment. They are used by 
many patients with chronic nasorespiratory conditions. Inhalations may be 
given at individual tables with a mask or other apparatus for the direct 
application of the waters to the nose and throat, or they may be administered 
in cabinets, or even rooms, where the entire atmosphere of the cabinet or 
room is saturated with the nebulized mineral waters. 

Use of mineral waters for nasal or ‘throat irrigations and, if they are 
suitable, for colonic or vaginal irrigations is a part of the program in some 
institutions. 

The ingestion of the mineral waters is an important part of the program 
at most watering places. It has been studied less extensively than bathing, 
and, unfortunately, many claims have been made regarding the value of 
certain waters which are not justified. Their effect depends on the reactions 
of the patient to the amountt of the water ingested, the temperature at which 
it is taken, the presence or absence of gases such as carbon dioxide, the con- 
centration of the saline constituents and the presence or absence of elements 
in small amounts, known as trace elements. All these factors are important 
in evaluating the results obtained from drinking any mineral water. Much 
is being learned today about the mineral metabolism of the body, and it is 
known that there are many elements which are required only in very 
small amounts. The study of nutrition has not progressed to the point where 
the daily. requirement for many of these elements has been determined. This 
part of the spa treatment program is worthy of much more extensive study 
than has been made to date. 


Basis of Influence of Spa Treatment 


In preseniting a discussion of this subject, it is difficult to portray in 
concrete objective steps the part that spa therapy plays in the individual pa- 
tient. I consider it not as a specific for the disease process but, rather, 
a method of stimulating cell and organ activity so that the host may the 
better resist the disease process which is present. In other words, the effect 
of drinking mineral waters and taking the baths and other treatments avail- 
able at the spa has an influence on the general chemical and cellular metab- 
olism of the body. If this cellular metabolism can be improved or returned 
more nearly to normal after it has been disturbed, it contributes to the well- 
being of the patient as a whole. It is in this way that I believe spa therapy 
functions for benefit of the patients. 


Length of Time and Cost of Program 


The average stay at the spa by ‘the patient seeking treatment is usually 
three to four weeks. It has been a tradition which comes from European 
watering places that the patient should take twenty-one baths. There is no 
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reason for the figure twenty-one. It represents what is considered an ade- 
quate course of treatment, and in many places it can be obtained by daily 
treatment for three weeks. The actual number of baths can best be deter- 
mined by the physician observing the reaction of the patient during the pro- 
gram. If the patient only takes eighteen, he may derive the maximum bene- 
fit. Also some patients may require more than twenty-one baths to obtain 
an ideal response. Some patients plan to make a visit to the spa once each 
year. Others plan on two visits, perhaps of a little shorter duration each. 
The treatment at spas is not such that one can consider each visit as an end in 
itself, but it is best considered as a part of the continuing program of treat- 
ment for patients with chronic conditions. 


The question is frequently asked, “What is the cost?” In planning the 
cost of a spa visit, three factors must be considered: the cost of living ac- 
commodations, medical care and the actual treatments. In some places an 
over-all figure is given to cover these three items. In others, each item must 
be planned separately. It depends on whether or not the institution main- 
tains and operates its own hotel and employs its own medical supervision. 
The cost is largely determined by the.cost of living conditions, and in a well 
developed spa adequaltte provisions must be made for those who desire de 
luxe accommodations as well as comfortable accommodations for those who 
are unable to pay the high prices. In Hot Springs, Ark., and in Saratoga 
Springs, N. Y., provisions are made for the treatment of welfare patients. 
Patients unable to pay for their treatment, by making application, can obtain 
these treatments and their medical supervision without charge. In neither 
place, however, are provisions available to provide board and room for the 
patient during the course of treatment. In some cases welfare grants will 
cover this cost, but usually some special charitable agency must contribute 
an additional sum to make the visit possible. 


Relation of Spas to Rehabilitation 


Spas have a place in rehabilitation by providing periodically a program 
of treatment, particularly for the patient with chronic medical conditions. 
The rehabilitation of the patient with heart disease or with rheumatic dis- 
order is sometimes very discouraging. One may plan for an adequate pro- 
gram of training for the patient with rheumatoid arthritis only to find that 
within the year with the training going on the disease may have progressed 
further and the patient may now be unable to carry on the work for which 
he has trained. The regular use of the spas in the chronic disease program 
can do a great deal in keeping the patient in a position where he can benefit 
from the usual training program associated with rehabilitation. Rehabilita- 
tion also must take into account the will or desire of the patient to improve 
his own condition. The program developed at the spa many times is dynamic 
and active and can contribute its share to this direction. 


Conclusions 


Spa therapy is a program in which the patient, particularly with chronic 
disease, can follow regulated activities, including baths and other forms of 
physical treatment, as well as exercise, recreational activity and even dietary 
supervision, to a real advantage. This program permits periodic treatment 
and does not take the patient entirely away from his home and community. 
In some places, such as-Warm Springs, Ga., the particular type of rehabili- 
tation as developed for the patient with poliomyelitis does call for a longer 
sojourn. The average patient should plan for a period of three to four weeks 
to obtain the maximum benefit. 
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Psychotherapy has a place in the spa program. Some physicians assert 
that the only result of spa treatment is psychotherapy. While I do not sub- 
scribe to ‘this view, as I have observed specific physiologic responses to the 
use of mineral water, yet one can not neglect this important side of patient 
care. Many times the patient will provide his spa medical adviser with in- 
formation which he would not reveal to his home physician, who may be a 
friend of the family, and when away, the patient feels free to talk about his 
intimate problems. It is, therefore, important to develop psychotherapy as 
a part of the spa program. 

Spa therapy has its place in the treatment and care of many patients 
with chronic conditions and also of those who have a somewhat prolonged 
convalescence following acute illness or surgical procedures. For the pa- 
tients with chronic degenerative disease, particularly of cardiovascular and 
rheumatic nature, spas can be developed to play a much greater role in this 
country than 'they are doing at the present time. 
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Until the recent studies of Suskind, Hajek and Hines,’ the experimental 
work on the effects of massage upon denervation atrophy yielded decidedly 
equivocal results. These investigators demonstrated that massage upplied 
twice daily to the denervated cat gastrocnemius muscle was significantly ef- 
fective in retarding the loss of strength in the treated muscle although its 
effect upon the loss of muscle mass was rather slight. 

In the present experiments we proposed to see whether these results 
could be confirmed in another species and in muscles undergoing longer pe- 
riods of denervation. The muscle selected for study was the anterior tibial 
muscle of the dog. 

In order to evaluate any possible effect of massage upon the coursc of 
atrophy of the denervated muscles, it was first necessary to obtain informa- 
tion upon the following two points: 1. Are there any significant differences 
in weight and strength between the right and left anterior tibial muscles in 
the normal animal? 2. Are the rates of weight and strength loss following 
denervation essentially the same for the two muscles? 

To answer these questions the weights and strengths of the anterior tibial 
muscles of a large number of normal animals and of a group of 14 dogs 
with bilateral section of the sciatic nerve of two to eight months’ duration 
were determined. The treated group consisted of 14 dogs from which a large 
segment of the sciatic nerve was removed bilaterally. Immediately after the 
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denervation one limb was treated with conventional massage by a trained 
physical therapist (E. C. W.) for one ten-minute period daily for the entire 
duration of the experiment. The animals were killed at intervals of two to 
eight months following the experimental denervation and the weights and 
strengths of treated and untreated muscles determined. Ip no instance had 
reinnervation of the muscles occurred. The statistical significance of the 
experimental data was determined by the method of paired comparisons. 


Results 


In normal animals there is a good correlation and no significant differ- 
ences in weight and strength between left and right tibials (table 1). Fol- 
lowing denervation the rate of atrophy for the two muscles is essentially the 
same (table 2). Thus, it may be assumed that both at the beginning and 
at the end of each experiment the right and left anterior tibials would tend

to be of the same weight and strength, but if any significant difference should 
arise between them it might be attributed to the particular therapeutio agent 
employed. However, an examination of table 3 discloses that there are no 
significant differences in weight or strength between the treated and un- 
treated muscles. 


Comment 


The experiments reported here do not support in any way a specific thera- 
peutic effect of massage upon the loss either of weight or of strength of an 
experimentally denervated muscle, at least for this particular muscle and 
species. Since, however, another therapeutic measure — electrical stimula- 
tion -— has been shown to be effective in delaying denervation atrophy in a 
wide variety of muscles and species by many investigators, the value of mas- 
sage in a similar capacity must be highly questionable. 


Summary 


Massage proved completely ineffective in delaying the loss of mass and 
strength of the anterior tibial muscle of the dog following experimental de- 
nervation of long duration (two to eight months).

It is my pleasure to bring you a report of the growth and present status 
of the Physical Medicine Rehabilitation Service in the Veterans Administra- 
tion. As you know, this growth has taken place during the past two years 
under the direction of Dr. Donald A. Covalt, who has recently moved to 
New York and is associated with Dr. Howard A. Rusk at New York Uni- 
versity College of Medicine. 


As the foundation of all physical medicine and rehabilitation is the num- 
ber and quality of physicians directing this therapy, I should like first to dis- 
cuss this feature. In 1946 there were 20 physicians with the Veterans Admin- 
istration throughout the country devoting the majority of their time to phys- 
ical medicine. At that time they were called reconstruction officers. At the 
present time, we have 80 physicians assigned as Department Chiefs of Phys- 
ical Medicine Rehabilitation, of whom 60 meet our qualification requirements. 
There were 16 Veterans Administration physicians who took the examination 
of the American Board of Physical Medicine last Fall, and we understand 
that a number will be eligible: next Spring. It is our hopd some day to have 
Chiefs of Physical Medicine in each of our hospitals who are qualified by 
the American Board of Physical Medicine. These physicians are responsible 
directly to the Chief of Professional Service or the Clinical Director, depend- 
ing upon the administrative setup of the hospital. 


A most remarkable advance has been made in the field of physical ther- 
apy. Two years ago the Veterans Administration had 250 physical therapists, 
less than 100 of whom had graduated from approved schools of physical ther- 
apy. At the present time, there are over 900 physical therapists in the Veter- 
ans Administration, over 600 of whom are qualified graduates of approved 
schools. In the field of occupational therapy, there are at present 800 em- 
ployees, approximately 50 per cent of them graduates of recognized schools 
in this field. In corrective therapy we have 365 men, all of them with degrees 
in physical education, many with masters and many more with doctors’ de- 
grees. These men were selected out of 20,000 physical educators who served 
in Army and Navy Hospitals during World War II. These men have had 
extensive experience in this type of work under medical supervision. T'wo 
courses in corrective therapy have been held at the Veterans Administration 
Hospital, Topeka, Kan., for the therapists employed in neurophychiatric hos- 
pitals. Also, two courses have already been held for corrective therapists 
working in general medical and surgical hospitals. One was given at the 
Veterans Administration Hospital, Hines, Ill., and the other, at the Veterans 
Administration Hospital, Richmond, Va.; a third is now contemplated for 
the West Coast. 

In the field of educational therapy, we have approximately 250 highly 
qualified instructors who are satisfying a very specific and definite need.

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At the present time 234 different educational courses are available for study 
by patients. These materials have been obtained from the United States 
Armed Forces Institute and are the property of the Veterans Administration. 
Correction service for educational therapy courses is furnished by the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. Patients in our hospitals can continue their education 
through correspondence courses, and when these courses are completed and 
examinations successfully passed, credit may be obtained through the pa- 
tient’s school for the work so done. Several thousand patients have obtained 
high school diplomas by: this method. 

In the field of manual arts therapy, we have now approximately 400 
instructors. The objectives of this form of therapy are, first, to provide a 
therapeutic procedure working toward restoration of the patient to maximum 
health; second, to bring valuable information to the ward physician relative 
to the patient’s dexterity, industrial adjustment and work aptitudes, and, 
third, to interpret to the ward physician the functional limitation imposed 
upon the patient by the residuals of his disease or injury. 

As I mentioned before, the Chief of the Physical Medicine Rehabilitation 
Service is directly responsible to the Chief of Professional Service or the 
Clinical Director, as the case may be. This service is operated as a service 
organization to assist in carrying out the program initiated by other services 
in the hospital. Primarily our Chiefs of Physical Medicine act in a consultant 
capacity ; that is, the ward physician sends to the Chief of Physical Medicine 
a request for consultant and therapeutic procedure. At times the ward phys- 
ician suggests the therapeutic procedure to be followed, and at other times 
only the consultation is requested and it is left up to the Chief of Physical 
Medicine to arrange a therapeutic procedure completely. In some of our 
hospitals a certain number of beds, a ward or even more than one ward 
has been set aside for strictly rehabilitation procedures. Patients sent to this 
section become the complete responsibility of the Chief of Physical Medicine 
with the chiefs of other services acting as consultants. 

Without a doubt, the most pressing problem which the Veterans Ad- 
ministration has faced in physical medicine has been the inadequate number 
of physicians qualified to direct this service in our hospitals and regional 
office clinics. The picture has improved appreciably during the past year. 
The Veterans Administration has secured the services of a number of physi- 
cians who have recently completed fellowships under the plan of the Baruch 
Committee on Physical Medicine. These fellowships, with the excellent 
training which they provide and the additional number of physicians who 
have elected to follow this specialty, have been one of the most encouraging 
factors in our efforts to establish physical medicine at a high professional 
level within the Veterans Administration. In addition, the courses in physical 
medicine which recently were resumed at the Mayo Clinic have provided 
an additional source of excellent training. In the first of these recent courses, 
which was concluded in October, 13 Veterans Administration physicians were 
among the graduates. Twelve other Veterans Administration physicians are 
completing the Mayo course at this time. This instruction has been of the 
utmost value to us. ; 

As a further means of developing an adequately trained staff of physi- 
cians, a number of Veterans Administration hospitals have established resi- 
dencies in physical medicine, under the deans’ committees of the affiliated 
medical schools. We have given a great deal of time and effort to making 
these residencies a sound portion of the professional training which must be 
afforded to physicians who elect to join us in the specialty of physical medi- 
cine. 
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In spite of the encouraging trend in the recruitment of additional physicians 
in physical medicine, the need continues to be acute, and there is reason to 
think that we shall: have many more openings than can be filled for the next 
four or five years. This problem is particularly pointed up by the fact that 
the Veterans Administration currently is in a hospital-building program, 
which, by 1950, will add some 74 more hospitals, bringing the total to around 
200. It seems obvious that we in the Veterans Administration face a hercu- 
lean task in endeavoring to furnish both quantity and quality of care in 
physical medicine in view of this future work load. 


One of the most interesting developments during recent years has been 
in the introduction of special physical therapy procedures for tuberculosis 
patients. The Veterans Administration at this time is going forward with 
plans to provide every tuberculosis and every thoracic surgery center with 
physical therapists who are thoroughly qualified to carry out these special 
treatment technics. Through this special work, physical therapists teach 
the tuberculous patient how to relax scientifically. In spite of the fact that 
the fundamental theory of complete bed rest is of paramount importance 
in the acute stages of this disease, few persons are able to achieve complete 
rest unless they are specially instructed. Chest surgery, particularly those 
operations involving collapse procedures, long have presented a problem be- 
cause of the rather high incidence of postural deformities resulting from 
such operations. Through special physical therapy procedures, it is now 
possible for the average patient to eliminate or minimize the threat of such 
sequelae of surgery, through specially adapted exercises given to the patient 
preoperatively and postoperatively. 

I feel that you will be interested in current plans for the development 
of a special booklet on the subject of amputee training. In this problem, the 
Veterans Administration is faced with much the same problem as that which 
you encounter in private practice. Many persons who have suffered ampu- 
tations of a lower limb, particularly the new amputees, fail to learn to use 
an artificial limb because they are unable to stay in the hospital or to con- 
tinue treatment and training elsewhere for a long enough time to master 
the use of the prosthesis. At best, the patient is in the hospital only long 
enough for the fitting of the limb and the beginning of his training in its use. 
However, after leaving the hospital with inadequate training, he frequently 
becomes discouraged and discards the artificial limb. In developing the book- 
let which I mentioned, we are making an effort to provide the patient with 
enough factual data for him to be able to continue on his own after leaving 
the hospital, by applying the information in the booklet to his individual case. 
While this is recognized as something less than a perfect solution, it is felt 
that it will materially assist hundreds of persons in learning the use of their 
prostheses and thereby to achieve a greater and more lasting recovery from 
their injuries. 

As you know, the Veterans Administration has a very large number of 
severely disabled patients who present especially difficult problems in physical 
medicine if they are to achieve any appreciable degree of rehabilitation. In 
many instances, it is not possible to provide, in the acute hospital, the special 
facilities which are required in order to offer complete treatment for these 
patients. For this reason, a special hospital has been established at Fort 
Thomas, Ky., where a complete physical medicine rehabilitation service is avail- 
able. Special emphasis is given there to physical medicine and rehabilitation, 
with enough definitive treatment facilities to insure safety for the patients 
and to provide adequate care for intercurrent diseases which may arise. The 
physician in charge of the service is one of our most promising young physicians 
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in physical medicine, who has completed a Baruch Fellowship at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology and has had training at Mayo Clinic. At 
present, more than 100 patients are cared for at Fort Thomas, and the patient 
census is expected to rise to more than 300 by early spring. Patients are 
accepted at Fort Thomas only by transfer from other acute hospitals, where 
the definitive care and the initial phases of physical medicine and rehabilita- 
tion treatment have been completed prior to the transfer to Fort Thomas. 
It is our belief that Fort Thomas wiil serve as a valuable laboratory in testing 
the various physical medicine procedures and in determining to what degree 
we may reasonably expect successful rehabilitation for various kinds of se- 
vere disabilities. 

Another special hospital is now in operation for the rehabilitation of 
tuberculous patients. This hospital, located at Swannanoa, N. C., is operated 
as the Swannanoa Division of the Veterans Administration Hospital, Oteen, 
N.C. At Swannanoa, a thoroughly integrated approach is made to the over- 
all rehabilitation problem which is presented by each tuberculosis patient. 
In addition to the careful medical development of individual work capacity 
and the whole “hardening” process, concrete plans are laid out for each pa- 
tient which take into consideration his social and economic problems and 
their relationship to his physical recovery. Since the Swannanoa hospital 
has been in operation for only a short time, the results to date are not con- 
clusive. However, our initial experience there is sufficient to indicate that 
this special approach to the difficult problem of tuberculosis will result in a 
substantially greater number of permanent recoveries. 

For the past several months the Veterans Administration’s Department 
of Medicine and Surgery has been developing technical publications outlining 
the principal phases of accepted medical treatment for various kinds of dis- 
eases and injuries. These technical bulletins constitute the best medical 
thinking in this country and furnish a working guide to such diagnostic 
groups. as epilepsy, somatic disorders, spinal cord injuries and others. We 
have been pleased to see a section of each of these medical publications de- 
voted to the physical medicine aspects of each disease and injury, thereby 
completing the picture of the entire treatment regimen for each type of case. 

At this time, studies are being developed by this service which we hope 
will provide greater insight into the use of physical medicine in a wide va- 
riety of cases and which will enable us to evaluate more critically the work 
which we are now doing. Probably most of you are familiar with the study 
recently carried out in the hospital at Minneapolis on 125 patients with chron- 
ic neurologic conditions. These patients were practically all in the older 
age group. On the basis of the results at Minneapolis, there is every reason 
to believe that a moderately high percentage of such patients may be returned 
to active living and gainful employment. From the point of view of hospital 
management, an even greater percentage can be made ambulatory and cap- 
able of self care, thereby reducing the work load in the hospital and stream- 
lining hospital operations generally. It is our feeling that similar studies 
are urgently needed for a: wide variety of cases. In fact, the success which 
has been achieved by the proper use of physical medicine gives us reason 
to believe that we have merely scratched the surface in dozens of diagnostic 
types. .It is my intention that the results of such studies carried out in the 
Veterans Administration shall be made available to all persons in physical 
medicine as soon as the results have been verified and analyzed. It is my 
sincere hope that there may be a constant interchange of such information 
between the various federal agencies and private practitioners, for only by 
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such close cooperation may we hope to make maximum use of the wide: ex- 
perience which we all share. 

In closing I should like to point out one fact which is necessary for an 
understanding of recent developments in physical medicine in the Veterans 
Administration. In order to understand the problems which we have faced 
during the last two years, it is necessary to understand some of the major 
problems which the Veterans Administration faces in medicine today. The 
very size of the Veterans Administration medical program is, in itself, a factor 
which must be recognized and reckoned with daily. The 125 hospitals which 
we now operate are caring for more than 92,000 patients. Therefore, we are 
faced with some of the largest problems and, at the same time, the finest op- 
portunities which have ever existed in American medicine. Under the present 
deans’ committee plan, the veteran is receiving the most splendid treatment 
which the medical profession of this country can provide. In such a picture, 
it has been essential that the physical medicine service take its proper place 
as a part of this medical team. The standards under which the Department of 
Medicine and Surgery now operates require that the total medical care pro- 
gram be the finest available anywhere. In such, an organization, it has been 
of utmost importance that our service in physical medicine achieve a pro- 
fessional level which will always compare favorably with the other medical 





specialties. 
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REPORT FROM ABROAD 


Artificial Carbon Dioxide Baths 


Prof. J. Grober, Jena, Germany. 


I undertook experiments with artificial 
carbon dioxide baths in an attempt to in- 
crease the efficacy of this form of hydro- 
therapy by a prolonged stay in the bath. 
This extended duration of the bath neces- 
sitates the maintenance of the initial tem- 
perature of the water. To accomplish this, 
it is suggested that bathtubs made of a 
suitable plastic be used. Tubs with a dou- 
ble metal wall through which warm water 
circulates are also useful. The tub should 
be covered with a linen or cotton sheet, 
oil silk or a wooden top leaving only the 
head free. Covering the tub with a suit- 
able material will prevent unnecessary and 
annoying inhalation of too much carbon 
dioxide; baths given with this technic must 
contain less carbon dioxide gas than the 
ordinary carbon dioxide bath. The patient 
remains in the bath from twenty minutes 
to two or three hours and then must rest 
in a reclining position for two or three 
hours after the bath. No untoward effects 
(collapse, etc.) have been observed. Pa- 
tients with chronic but not too severe con- 
gestive heart failure without arteriosclero- 
sis respond favorably. Patients with nerv- 
ous circulatory disorders, advanced arterio- 
sclerosis and organic changes of the heart 
muscle tolerate such baths very poorly. 


Since the cover prevents diffusion of car- 
bon dioxide into the air, the gas content 
of the water is conserved and the patient’s 
skin remains covered continuously with in- 
numerable gas bubbles. A layer of oil has 
also been used to conserve carbon dioxide 
and also to maintain the temperature of 
the bath; it involves the minor disadvan- 
tage that the patient’s body is covered with a 
thin layer of oil after conclusion of the 
bath. 


It is suggested that these observations 
be verified in hospitals where facilities for 
artificial carbon dioxide baths are avail- 
able. Such verification in a spa may en- 
counter technical difficulties because of the 
long duration of the individual bath, ne- 
cessitating use of the treatment room for a 
long period. 


Partial baths of increasing temperature 
are being used more and more in treat- 
ment of circulatory disorders. Their ef- 
fectiveness may be enhanced by the ad- 
dition of carbon dioxide gas to the arm, 
foot or sitz bath. Observations on the ef- 
fect on the systolic and diastolic blood 
pressure and the pulse pressure correspond 
to those of the full carbon dioxide bath. 
The technic of application allows a fine 
gradation and variation of dose according 
to the condition of the individual patient. 


Further investigation of both the full 
and the partial carbon dioxide bath in 
treatment of circulatory disgrders is in- 


dicated.

An Evaluation of Hemoirradiation Therapy 


To the Editor: 


The purpose of this letter is to ca!l your atten- 
tion to the paper given by Moor and associates 
last September at the Minneapolis session of the 
Congress which was published in the June issue 
of the Archives of Physical Medicine. 

Ordinarily I do not pay much attention to a 
paper so full of obvious discrepancies, half-truths 
and unwarranted allegations as this one. How- 
ever, since my own name is mentioned, I am 
forced to point out that this allegedly scientific 
paper is not at a!l scientific, but, on its own mer- 
its, a rather pointless one, having little or no 
connection with the subject with which it pur- 
ports to deal, namely, the Knott technic of blood 
irradiation. My reasons for this opinion follow: 

On page 362 the authors themselves say “One-half 
hour after injection, 15 to 20 cc. of blood (2 to 3 
cc. per pound) were removed by cardiac punc- 
ture, oxalated, and immediately passed through 
the irradiating chamber at a speed of 10 cc. per 
22 seconds.” This procedure has no connection 
with the present modern technic of irradiating 
blood, known as the Knott technic of ultraviolet 
blood irradiation therapy, on two counts; first, 
the use of 2 to 3 cc. per pound is too great an 
amount, especially in rabbits, animals known to 
be unusually sensitive to ultraviolet; second, the 
use of the deadly poison, oxalic acid instead of 
citrate or heparin in any mammalian in vivo ex- 
periments is a mistake that should make a school 
boy blush. How could anyone te!l from this mix- 
ture of botulism toxin and oxalic acid, just which 
produced death in the control animals? In ad- 
dition, overdoses of: ultravolet, as given by these 
workers to their treated animals, could produce 
severe effects in themselves. Such work is not 
only questionable but without any connection to 
modern hemoirradiation therapy. 

On the basis of this work on botulism, the au- 
thors launch in their “Comment,” page 363, an 
attack on the clinical results in this and other 
disease processes observed and reported by me 
over a period of many years. For example, they 
state that in a case of botulism reported by my- 
self in which recovery ensued following blood ir- 
radiation, that the diagnosis was not verified by 
finding the botulinus toxin in the food; conse- 
quently it was not botulism. This might have 
some basis of criticism, were it not that the entire 
staff (at staff meeting) of the Contagious Disease 
Section of the Los Angeles County General Hospi- 
tal made the diagnosis on ciassical history and 
physical findings. Furthermore, in a six case epi- 
demic of: proved botulism in Nebraska in 1944, five 
were untreated and died typical botulism deaths; the 
sixth patient, treated by the Knott technic of 
ultraviolet blood irradiation therapy, recovered 
promptly and in exactly the same manner as the 


Los Angeles patient whose recovery we have men- 
tioned. 

Statistically, there are several methods available 
to the pioneer in any therapy, one of which is a 
study of consecutive cases and is the one we used, 
which has the vatue of being practical and allows 
the experienced clinician to observe quickly the 
trend of his cases in which a new method is being 
used. The use of alternate cases is anothe ex- 
cellent method, but impractical in many situations 
in which humans must be treated. Confirmations 
of my original observations in many fields have 
already been made, and many more will become 
apparent as the years go by. 

Dr. Hoyt in his concluding discussion states 
that he does not wish to be put in the position 
of obstructing! the development of science, or even 
being suspected of it. I do not think that anyone 
can obstruct the development of science very long, 
nor.do I believe that he could if he did wish to. 

At present, carefully performed basic science 
studies indicate that certain fundamental biochem- 
ical and physiological effects may be expected fol- 
lowing the use of the Knott technic of ultraviolet 
blood irradiation therapy. These include increased 
blood oxygen absorption and utilization, increased 
opsonic index, a marked and favorable alteration 
of glutathione and cysteine, and an increased rate 
of flow through the capillary circulation. In ad- 
dition, the absence of deleterious effects over a 
period of nine to ten years is of importance, as 
is the clinical observation of the presence of an 
effective detoxifying effect. 

Consequently when one uses this therapy one 
does not use it as a specific treatment for any one 
disease but as a powerful, efficient, supportive 
treatment which may favorably influence the 
course and symptoms of any disease process in 
which the aforementioned physiological effects are 
desirable and necessary for recovery.

To the Editor: 

In our article (Arch. Phys. Med. 29:358 1948) 
discussed by Dr. Miley, we suggested that the lack 
of proper controls characterized the available 
clinical reports dealing with the Knott technic. 
The value of a control series is shown in supply- 
ing the answer to Dr. Miley’s question as to the 
cause of death in those rabbits which had been 
inoculated with botulinus toxin and subsequently 
irradiated. As shown in table 8, p. 362, a series 
of animals receiving no toxin, but whose blood 
was irradiated as described, showed no untoward 
effects. The survival of all these animals indicates 
that the negligible amount of oxalate used, 2s well 
as the time and intensity of irradiation, were not 
responsible for the deaths observed in the m- 
jected groups. In this, we are able to confirm 
Dr. Miley’s observation regarding the absence of

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THE POSSIBILITIES OF AMERICAN SPAS 


McClellan’s paper! in this issue of the ARCHIVES forms another valu- 
able addition to the comprehensive list of papers written in recent years on 
the status of American Spas and on Spa treatment in general. Sixteen of 
these papers were presented under the auspices of the Committee in Health 
Resorts of the American Medical Association; this Committee, having com- 
pleted its survey, has now been made a subcommittee of the Council on Phys- 
ical Medicine. There can be no doubt that the United States possesses all 
the natural resources to match the famed resorts on the Continent of Europe 
and of England; there is likewise no doubt, as McClellan points out, that 
Spa therapy should play an important role in the management of patients with 
chronic diseases. In addition Spa treatment is exceedingly valuable for the 
restoration of body and spirit in those simply run down and tired. Unfortu- 
nately there exists now the universal feeling that in general American Spas 
at present fall short of benefiting a large number of potential patients ; among 
the clearly understood causes for this deficiency are the still prevailing lack 
of interest and education on part of the medical profession and a correspond- 
ing lack of understanding on part of the public. The American Medical 
Association has offered its stamp of approval to Spas conducted on an ac- 
ceptable standard and the Baruch Committee has made some very good rec- 
ommendations, but what is lacking is a long range program under proven 
overall leadership. There are definite possibilities for well organized and well 
directed health resorts in the future scheme of the American health system ; 
their fulfillment depends on the whole-hearted cooperation of the spas them- 
selves and on nationwide educational work to change the attitude of the 
medical profession, the public and the authorities concerned.

THE FIRST INTERNATIONAL POLIOMYELITIS CONFERENCE 


The First International Poliomyelitis Conference under the auspices of 
the National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis was held July 12 to 17 in 
New York’s Waldorf Astoria Hotel. President Basil O’Connor said in his 
introductory address “This conference offers us the first opportunity to pool 
and exchange our independently gained knowledge about poliomyelitis, to 
evaluate our findings and to formulate fut:re studies and a continued attack 
on an international scale.” 

Representatives were present from thirty-three countries outside of the 
United States. They consisted of official delegates representing governments, 
institutional delegates representing universities and member delegates, who 
were scientific and professional personnel. 

Lectures were given every morning fo1 a week and every afternoon except 
Wednesday when clinics were given in various hospitals in New York City. 
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The scientific papers covered all aspects of poliomyelitis; they were simulta- 
neously interpreted into French and Spanish by means of the I. B. M. trans- 
lation mechanism. The numerous papers represented a well balanced survey 
of our knowledge of poliomyelitis today; nothing very new or startling was 
added. 

Fifty-five scientific exhibits displayed the type of research encouraged 
by grants from the Foundation. The technical exhibits, twelve in number, 
all had some relation to poliomyelitis. Demonstrations were given of the 
nursing care, the treatment of the acute and convalescent stages of the dis- 
ease and also of rehabilitation. A number of moving picture films were shown. 


Physical medicine was well represented in the various papers presented, 


the technical exhibits. and the demonstrations. 


The attendance was satis- 


factory and the conference was considered by everyone to be a success.

deleterious effects following hemo irradiation. 
However, the fact that among the animals in- 
jected with botulinus toxin irradiation produced 
no demonstrable effect, either good or bad, as evi- 
denced by survival times, fails to support the use 
of this procedure in botulinus poisoning. 


The objections to the use of consecutive cases 
as opposed to alternate cases was discussed fully 
in our comment (p. 363). 

The fact that physical and chemical changes 
follow the exposure of blood to ultraviolet irra- 
diation is generally accepted. To our knowledge 
it has not been shown that these changes are 
associated with recovery of patients having the 


wide range of disturbances for the benefit of 


which the Knott technic is suggested. 

We recognize Dr. Miley’s years of interest in 
the Kinott technic, and are sympathetic toward his 
reaction to our critical article. However, in the 
absence of further suitable evidence we must ad- 
here to our principal conclusions: (1) The ex- 
perimental evidence collected by others as well 
as ourselves does not offer any basis for the use 
of the Knott technic in treatment of bacterial 
infection or toxemia and (2) available clinical re- 
ports are unreliable because of the lack of proper 
controls, and because of the ambiguous criteria of 
therapeutic results as reported.

Appointments 
are open for July 1, 1949. Internships con- 
sist of two years of rotating service, and 
Psychiatric Residencies consist of one to 
three years in psychiatry. To qualify for In- 
ternships applicants must be third or fourth year 
students in an approved Medical School; how- 
ever, they may not enter on duty! until they have 
successfully completed the full course ef study.

These purposeful activities 
are medically prescribed by Physical Medicine 
Specialists for the primary medical purpose of 
restoring patients to a state of health in the short- 
est possible time and to decrease readmissions 
through individualized attention to the practical 
demands of daily living.

Funds for the clinic 
were provided by the Monsanto Chemical Com- 
pany, St. Louis, in appreciation of the services of 
the John Sealy Hospital in connection with the 
Texas City disaster last spring. Dr. Frank H. 
Krusen, professor of physical medicine, Mayo 
Foundation, Rochester, Minn., gave the dedication 
address. 





Radioactive Isotopes Go to Foreign 
Countries 


The United States atomic energy commission 
has disclosed according to Chicago Tribune, that 
forty-four shipments of radioactive isotopes have 
been sent to individuals and research groups in 
eight countries since the foreign distribution pro- 
gram was announced last September. Since then, 
sixteen countries have completed arrangements for 
receiving radioactive isotopes for medical and 
biologic research from Oak Ridge, Tenn. 





Committee to Aid Handicapped Persons 


The Monroe County (New York) Medical So- 
ciety has formed a permanent committee to deal 
with employment of physically handicapped per- 
sons in Rochester. The group, under the chair- 
manship of Dr. G. Kirby Collier, will distribute 
information to employers and employees on com- 
pensation and other state and federal laws gov- 
erning the employment of handicapped persons; 
hold periodic employer institutes where the value 
of employing handicapped persons in different 
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types of jobs will be stressed; disseminate infor- 
mation to handicapped persons explaining advan- 
tages open to them, through recognized agencies, 
to train and obtain employment. The committee 
will be known as the Rochester Committee for 
the Employment of the Handicapped. 





Atomic Research 


Robert Ballentine, Ph.D., of Columbia Univer- 
sity, New York, has been appointed an associate 
research specialist in the Rutgers University Bu- 
reau of Biological Research. He will be assigned 
for one year to the Brookhaven National Labora- 
tory, which is supported by the United States 
Atomic Energy Commission, to train personnel and to 
make available special technics to universities for. 
promotion of research in radioactive isotopes. 





Occupational Therapy 
in State Institutions 


Extension of occupational therapy to all pa- 
tients whom it can benefit in the twenty-six hos- 
pitals and schools of the New York State Department 
of Mental Hygiene has been made possible by the 
provision of two hundred and nine new positions, 
Dr. Frederick MacCurdy, Commissioner of Men- 
tal Hygiene, has announced. The positions be- 
came available through funds recommended by 
Governor Dewey and approved by the legislature. 
The department of menta! hygiene recently com- 
pleted a survey to determine the occupational 
therapy needs of all types of patients in the state 
hospitals and schools. Most of the new positions 
are at the occupational instructor and the occu- 
pational aide levels.

School of Medicine and director of hospitals at 
the University of Pennsylvania School of Medi- 
cine, has been elected vice-president of the uni- 
versity in charge of medical affairs.

The present volume contains the major address- 
es given at a conference held in Madison in the 
week of September 10, 1947, on the biological 
and medical applications of isotopes. Leading in- 
vestigators in the field of isotope research, par- 
ticularly as it applies to biology and medicine had 
come to the University of Wisconsin for a dis- 
cussion On common problems. The result is a 
book which covers a wealth.of material in this 
new and all-important field. The first chapters 
deal with separation and preparation of stable and 
radioactive isotopes and the development and 
availability of istotopes at the time of the con- 
ference. Methods of measurement and detection 
of isotopes are discussed and the inclusion of iso- 
topes in compounds that can be used in biological 
experiments is discussed in a separate chapter. 
The remaining chapters in the book contain a 
discussion of «different applications of isotopes 
such as studies on metabolism and proteins, the 
use of isotopes in the study of intermediary car- 
bohydrate metabolism, intermediary metabolism 
of lipids, metabolism of -mineral elements, and 
iodine studies, particularly in relation to function 
of the thyroid gland, and the therapeutic use of 
radio phosphorus. The health hazards in the use 
of radioactive materials and the measures for 
protection of property and personnel are discussed 
in two separate chapters. The final chapters of 
the book are a discussion by Urey on the inter- 
national aspects of Atomic Eenergy and com- 
ments by Farrington Daniels of a development of 
Atomic Energy. These two articles are what one 
might call the social and political aspects of the 
Atomic Energy problems, and show evidence of 
the consciousness of the participating scientists 


of the implications of atomic energy research 


which go beyond the technical and scientific ones. 
It will be clear from the list of contributors to 
this volume that this book is an absolute “must” 
for those who want to apply radioactive isotopes 


in biology and medicine. It contains the most 
up-to-date data in this field up to the time of the 
conference in September, 1947. Dr. Gordon of 
the University of Wisconsin and the members of 
his arrangement committee have done the field of 
radiation research an immeasurable service by 
bringing together this group of scientists in the 


Madison symposium; and by making their results 
available to the scientific public; the real value of 
this conference is perhaps, best expressed in the 
address of welcome by Dr. William S. Middleton, 
Dean of the University of Wisconsin Medical 
School: “More important is its impact upon sci- 
entific thought and endeavor. Throughout the 
civilized world, research workers are applying this 
new tool to a host of problems in biology and 
medicine, among related and diversified subjects. 
Time and the judgment of history will relegate 
the application of this newly discovered force in 
the violence of warfare to a position of subsidiary 
importance as compared with its contribution to 
the sum of human knowledge. By the same token, 
the symposium in Madison may become more 
significant than the extravaganza at Bikini.”

In this second edition several chapters have 
been completely rewritten, several illustrations 
have been deleted and replaced, and the total 
number of illustrations has been increased by 
nineteen. The illustrations by Dr. Harold Lauf- 
man are excellent. 

There is much emphasis placed on reconstruc- 
tive surgery in this handbook. The general prac- 
titioner who has not received the advantages of 
a thorough apprenticeship in the disciplines of 
bone and joint surgery will not undertake the 
treatment of old, malunited or ununited fractures 
of major bones. However, it is important that 
every physician who may be called to see a pa- 
tient with such a condition, knows that it is pos- 
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sible for these patients to obtain the benefits of 
surgery which will with reasonable certainty, as- 
sure them of a better functional result. The phys- 
ician who does not undertake this kind of work 
himself can discuss with the patient what the 
possibilities are if he has availed himself of the 
information contained in this book. Therefore 
this book can be highly recommended to the 
general: practitioner.

Cecil’s textbook has become a classic of Ameri- 
can Medicine, due to its broad scope, complete 
and authoritative presentation of etiology, meth- 
ods of examination, laboratory and other diag- 
‘nostic procedures and a full coverage of accepted 
forms of treatment. This edition was produced 
under rather trying circumstances, with many of 
the contributors still in the Armed Forces and 
without access to medical libraries. It is the work 
of 162 American teacher-specialists ably edited by 
Dr. Cecil with the aid of Drs. McDermott and 
Wolff. It contains 16 entirely new contributions 
on subjects previously not covered, among these 
drug allergy, narcolepsy, hemifacial spasm, Vita- 
min A, E and K deficiency, psychosomatic medi- 
dine, etc.; there are also 15 entirely new essays 
on subjects previously covered by other authors 
The number of illustrations is 377 on 244 figures, 
18 in color. This is a volume which is almost a 
“must” for medical students, general practition- 
ers, teachers and specialists who want to keep 
abreast with the ever advancing march of internal 
medicine. 


VICTOR ROBINSON MEMORIAL VOLUME. 
Essays ON HistoricAL MeEpIcINE. In honor of Vic- 
tor Robinson on his sixtieth birthday, August 16, 
1946.

The essays contained in this volume, dealing 
almost exclusively with medical history and biog- 
raphy, were originally planned as a tribute to Dr. 
Victor Robinson, teacher, editor and publisher 
on his sixtieth birthday by his former students, 
colleagues and admirers. The untimely death of 
Dr. Robinson on January 8, 1947, changed this 
tribute into-a memorial volume. There are no 
less than 46 contributors of original articles and 
of special memorial writings. Among the sub- 
jects presented are: Some old Hospitals in Spain, 
Howard Dittrick; Metchnikoff as a Zoologist, by 
Alice G. Elftman; Scabies in antiquity, by Reu- 
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ben Friedman, On the psychology of medical 
ethics, by Iago Galdston; Albert Neisser, by Her- 
man Goodman; Medicine in the seventeenth cen- 
tury in England, by Maurice C. Jacobs; Sigmund 
Freud, by Solomon R. Kagan; Duchenne of 
Boulogne and the Physiologie des mouvements, by 
Emanuel B. Kaplan; The Classic problems of 
pharmacology, by Chauncey D. Leake, etc. One 
essay of special interest is that on The blue glass 
craze, by Thomas Hall Shastid, who describes 
how in 1878 one of the ablest Union leaders in 
the Civil War, General Augustus J. Pleasanton 
started the curious belief that almost any human 
ailment could be quickly cured merely by keeping 
a pane of blue glass in some window of the 
house, preferably a, southern exposure. 

The study of medical history is indeed indis- 
pensable to round out the cultural and profes- 
sional assets of every physician. American medi- 
cine should keep in grateful remembrance the 
pioneering work of Victor Robinson, born as 
Victor Rabinowitz, in the Ukraine, who through 
his brilliant individual work and fine qualities is 
responsible for great forward strides in the hith- 
erto much neglected study of historical medicine 
in the United States and who for eighteen years 
gave the Temple University School of Medicine 
the enviable distinction to be one of the few in- 
stitutions with a chair in the history of medicine. 





MEDICINE IN THE POSTWAR WORLD. 
THE MARCH oF MepicINE, 1947; Cloth. Price, $2.00, 
Pp. 109. Columbia University Press: New York, 
1948. 


The 12th series of Lectures to the Laity, given 
by the New York Academy of Medicine, has as 
its central theme what has happened to medicine 


as a result of war time experience. The intro- 
ductory Linsly L. Williams Memorial Lecture on 
The role of Medical men in the war tends to 
affirm that remedies often considered as wartime 
discoveries — sulfa drugs, penicillin, D. D. T., 
atabrine, immunization against many varieties of 
infection, as well as shock treatment and insulin 
relaxation for mentally disturbed soldiers and psy- 
chic catharsis under sodium amytal — were es- 
sentially only the application and testing with 
vast numbers of men of procedures which had 
been, more cautiously and deliberately applied 
among the civilian population before the outbreak 
of the War. In the closing part of his lecture 
General Kirk points out that physical medicine 
“grew up” without adequate pre-war planning and 
with total lack of trained personnel and facilities 
to accomplish its mission. The results were nev- 
ertheless epoch-making. One-half of the lectures 
are devoted to psychiatric investigations, which 
had preceded the War but which were greatly 
accelerated and expanded by it. These were 
“American pioneering in psychiatry,” by Dr. H. 
W. Haggard of Yale University, relates the in- 


-spiring activities of Dorothea Dix, whose life 


work in the nineteenth century did so much to 
improve the mental hospitals and the care of the 
insane in the United States and to protect the 
legal rights of the mentally disturbed; “Are par- 
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ents necessary,” by Dr. Rene Spitz of the New 
York Psychoanalytic Institute who reaches the 
conclusion that it is of the greatest advantage, 
psychologically and physically, for the child not 
to be separated from its mother during the first 
year of its life. However, it is not imperative that 
“the mother” be the child’s own mother: she may 
be substituted by any person who treats the child 
as its own mother would. “What the War’s ex- 
periences have taught us in psychiatry;’ by Dr. 
Nolan Lewis, Director of the New York Psychiat- 
ric Institute and, Hospita! points out that the ex- 
periences of medical officers at all induction cen- 
ters for selectees and in the army reaffirmed how 
great is the number of young men in our popula- 
tion who are emotionally unfit for combat service 
and the strict discipline of army life. ° 

The discussion of “The atom in medicine,” by 
Arthur K. Solomon of the department of physical 
chemistry at Harvard University states that the 
new advances during the past five years with 
radioactive isotopes not only have given rise to 
the hope that we will be able to penetrate to 
regions beyond human sight for the treatment of 
a variety of diseases including destructive neo- 
plasms, but to the even more important hope that 
these isotopes will make possible the tracing of 
basic chemical changes in the body which hith- 
erto eluded all analysis. The final lecture by 
Rene J. Dubos of the Rockefetler Institute of 
Medical Research on anti- infectious agents of 
natural origin deals with the therapeutically po- 
tent natural products extracted from the biologi- 
cal materials and especially microorganisms. This 
type of investigation which has given us penicillin, 
gramacidin (discovered by Dubos) and strepto- 
mycin, is putting at the disposal of the practicing 
physician, even in isolated localities, anti-infectious 
agents inconceivable a few years ago. These 
biotic agents along with atomic energy will all 
be used increasingly for the benefit of man in 
the post-war world, provided we can establish the 
indispensable sanity to employ the atom for our 
preservation rather than for destruction. The 
medical profession as well as the public ought 
to be grateful to the inspired leadership of the 
New York Academy of Medicine in offering year 
by year these illuminating lectures by outstanding 
authorities. 


PHYSIOLOGIC THERAPY IN _ RESPIRA- 
TORY DISEASES. By Alvan L. Barach, M.D., 
Associate Professor of Clinical Medicine, Columbia 
University College of Physicians and Surgeons; As- 
sistant Attending Physician, Presbyterian Hospital, 
New York, N. ¥. Second Edition. Cloth. Pp. 408. 
Price, $9.00. Philadelphia, London, Montreal: J. B. 
Lippincott Co., 1948. 

The first edition of this volume appeared under 
the title of “Principles and practice of inhalational 
therapy.” According to the author, the term phys- 
iologic therapy refers to forms of treatment de- 
signed to restore adequate function to organs im- 
paired by disease. Deficient respiratory function, 
manifested ultimately by anoxia, was at first 
treated by inhalation of oxygen. The manage- 
ment of more complex functional disturbance in 
the lungs and the bronchi involves the use of a 
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variety of, physical procedures, antibiotic therapy, 
allergically directed treatment and the effective 
employment of appropriate drugs. In the second 
edition more recent developments in this field 
have been selected with the intention of provid- 
ing the practitioner of medicine with practical 
technics in current use, as well as an understand- 
ing of the basis for their employment. Emphasis 
has been placed throughout on the significant ob- 
jectives in therapy rather than exhaustive treat- 
ment of all phases of the disease considered — 
74 illustrations, 17 tables and a complete bibliog- 
raphy at the close of each of the 29 chapters add 
to the completeness of presentation. 


HOSPITAL AND PUBLIC HEALTH RE- 
SOURCES IN NEW JERSEY. A Source Book. 
By Emil Frankel, Director of Division of Statistics 
and Research Paper. Pp. 114. Trenton: State of 
New Jersey Department of Institutions and Agen- 
cies,. 1947. 

Under the Federal Hospital Survey and Con- 
struction Act passed by Congress in 1946 the New 
Jersey State Department of Institutions and 
Agencies was designated by the governor and the 
legis!ature as the single state agency to admin- 
ister the federal program in New Jersey. 

To date a great deal of basic statistical mate- 
rial has been gathered on the basis of a survey 
originally sponsored by the New Jersey~ State 
Commission on Post-War Economic Welfare. 
This material is presented here as a source book 
preliminary to the issuance of the State Plan. 


INTERESTING AND USEFUL MEDICAL 
STATISTICS. Edited by William H. Kupper, M.D. 
Cloth. Pp. 521. Price, $6.50. Dubuque, Iowa: 
William C. Brown Co., 1948. 

The author has collected a number of tables 
from American journals about different subjects 
beginning alphabetically with “absenteeism” and 
concluding with “wounds” and covering 225 items 
including atom bomb victims (blood counts), di- 
vorces (per cent distribution of divorces by dura- 
tion of marriage), male climacteric, U. N. R.A. A. 
personnel, mosquitoes, farm accidents, smoking 
(average concentration of nicotine in breast milk 
and urine), tsutsugamushi fever, etc., etc. Physi- 
cal therapy is represented by three items — Pier- 
sol’s “Twelve Most Commonly Submitted Diag- 
noses in Patients Referred for Treatment to the 
Department of Physical Medicine; Coblentz’ 
“Erythematogenic Equivalents of Heterogeneous 
Ultraviolet Radiation from Various Sources, Rela- 
tive to 20 Microwatts Per Square Centimeter of 
Homogeneous Radiation of Wavelength 2,967 
Angstroms, Required to Produce a Minimum Per- 
ceptible Erythema (which is followed by 10 lines 
of information) and “Approved Schools for Phys- 
ical Therapy Technicians, 1947.” | 

What determined the inclusion of certain tables 
or more pointedly why the effort was made to 
publish this work is difficult to imagine. It is 
similar to one of those futuristi¢ paintings; first, 
one attempts to find some purpose in looking at 
it, then looks at it sideways, then up side down 
and finally comes to the conclusion it is a waste 
of canvas and paint. 
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Physical Treatment of Arthritis. Walter M.

It has been found that the maximal elevation 
of the temperature of the skin is not reached 
until twenty minutes has elapsed, and the tem- 
perature does not level off until after about thirty 
minutes. This indicates that a treatment should 
be at least thirty minutes to secure the best 
physiologic benefit. After the use of heat in any 
of these forms, massage should follow. During 
the relatively acute stage the exercises are done 
slowly and increased according to the tolerance 
of the patient. Occupational therapy is not con- 
fined to the hospital but should be used in the 
home, since many simple devices are available 
that can be suited to the interests of each patient. 





Peritendinous Fibrosis of the Dorsum of the 
Hand. Robert E. Van Demark; John D. Kouc- 
ky, and Frederick ‘J. Fischer.

In contrast to the usual traumatic tenosynovitis 
which responds to treatment, a painful, persistent, 
peculiarly hard swelling, localized over the dorsal 
metacarpal area and absent in the palm, may 
follow a blow to the back of the hand. Little 
attention has been given in the American literature 
to this condition, the typical etiology and early 
physical findings of which were originally de- 
scribed by Henri Secretan in 1901. 

Numerous methods of treatment have been 
used. Such therapeutic measures include heat, 
massage, warm baths and compresses, incision 
and excision of the involved tissue, cataphoretic 
histamine and acetylcholine, suggestion, psycho- 
therapy, deep roentgenotherapy, thread drainage, 
immobilization in plaster of paris casts and splints, 
compression bandage, low-oxalate diet, various 
sympathetic blocks and sympathectomies. A prac- 
tical form of treatment is suggested by Watson- 
Jones who recommends prolonged immobilization 
in a dorsal plaster splint; this should be continued 
for several months after the swelling has subsid- 


ed. 





A Comparison of the Blood Pressure in the Lying 
and Standing Positions. A Study of Five Hun- 
dred Men and Five Hundred Women. James 
H. Currens. 


Am. Heart J. 35:646 (April) 1948. 


The range of the normal blood pressure has 
been studied by several observers in the past so 
that the average blood pressure readings, at least 
for the sitting position, can be given with a 
high degree of accuracy. The blood pressure has 


also been studied with the body in different posj- 
tions. 


The majority of these studies have been con- 
cerned with noting changes in the systolic blood 
pressure and heart rate as a means of determining 
physical fitness. The response of the heart rate 
to exercise and the time required for the heart 
rate to return to its previous level has been found 
to be the best index of physical fitness. The cor- 
relation of the change of blood pressure in dif- 
ferent positions with physical fitness has been 
disappointing. 

Observations were made on 1,000 healthy in- 
dividuals (500 men and 500 women) between the 
ages of 21 and 55 years with respect to the change 
in blood pressure in the lying and standing po- 
sitions. The incidence of both diastolic and sys- 
tolic hypertension, lying and standing, was found 
to be 3.4 per cent. 


The presence of diastolic hypertension (lying 
and standing) was found, however, to be more 
common than essential hypertension, the incidence 
being 3.9 per cent in this study. Nearly twice as 
many men as women were found to demonstrate 
diastolic hypertension. 

The presence of diastolic hypertension in the 
standing position alone was found to be even 
more frequent, averaging 4.1 per cent with a sex 
ration of about 3.5 men to one woman. 

The possible role of the erect posture as one 
of the factors in essential hypertension is con- 
sidered. 





Experimental Production of Cancer of the Skin 
by Ultraviolet Radiation. Its Implications in 
the Use of Sunlamps. W. W. Coblentz.

To use ultraviolet radiation of these short wave- 
lengths in so-called “home lamps” because they 
do not initiate cell changes that may perhaps pro- 
duce cancer is impracticable because of the dan- 
ger of causing photophthalmia. This is a cer- 
tainty as just noted, unless glasses are worn, 
which is not enforceab!e in the home. On the 
other hand, from the analysis of the data on the 
excessive doses of ultraviolet used to incite can- 
cer of the skin, that hazard seems potential. 


It is not my desire to belittle the fact that ul- 
traviolet radiation of wavelengths 2,900 to 3,200 
angstroms can be an inciting agent, an irritant, 
when too frequently applied to the skin in exces- 
sive doses. I agree with Blum that, while it is 
unwise to apply to man these findings of cancer 
of the skin produced on laboratory animals, it is 
also unwise to minimize the possibility that can- 
cer of the human skin may result from excessive 
ultraviolet, irradiation, 
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However, ultraviolet lamps and so-called sun- 
lamps have been in indiscriminate use for over 
two decades; and if there is a latent period in 
the development of cancer of the skin, no pub- 
lished reports seem to be forthcoming to indicate 
that irradiation with such lamps, long ago, was 
the initial cause. Now that more is known about 
dosage this potential hazard should become less, 
as it no doubt will with the increasing indiffer- 
ence to high pressure sales promotion of sun- 
lamps and the waning fad of excessive sun bath- 


ing. 





Causalgia. P. Pernworth. 
Indust. Med. 16:519 (Nov.) 1947. 


Pernworth says that industrial surgeons are 
occasionaliy confronted with the apparent para- 
dox of minor trauma producing severe subjective 
complaints. When the patient’s symptoms great- 
ly exceed the objective observations it is usual 
to give at least tacit consideration to some ele- 
ment of malingering. However, there is one well 
established syndrome which may follow insignifi- 
cant injury. To this condition of autonomic de- 
rangement have been applied the terms reflex 
sympathetic dystrophy, causalgia or Weir-Mit- 
che'l’s syndrome. When bony changes are prom- 
inent the phenomenon is termed Sudeck’s atrophy. 
Whenever sympathetic dystrophy is suspected, a 
block of the autonomic nerve supply to the af- 
fected area should be induced with procaine hy- 
drochloride. Response to anesthesia of the in- 
volved sympathetic ganglion is a reliable diag- 
nostic criterion of this condition. The author il- 
lustrates this by a case report. He concludes 
that causalgia should be considered as an etiologic 
factor in atl chronically painful limbs that show 
vasomotor changes. 





Effect of Visual Training of Myopia. H. R. Hil- 
dreth; W. H. Meinberg; B. Milder, and others. 


Am. J. Ophth. 30:1563 (Dec.) 1947. 


Hildreth and others describe research under- 
taken in an effort to determine the value of visual 
training as a means of improving the visual acu- 
ity in patients with myopia. The procedure re- 
quired an Arneson squint corrector, a Keystone 
“tel-eye trainer” with certain Keystone cards and 
an American Optical Company ”Wells-head.” The 
authors conclude that visual training has a def- 
inite but limited value in some myopic patients. 
The effectiveness of visual training must be in- 
creased if it is to be generally applicable. Visual 
training merits further study by the opthalmolo- 
gist. 





Some Deleterious Results of Rest in Bed After 
Orthopedic Operations. Ralph L. Ghormley. 


Nebraska State M. J. 33:160 (May) 1948. 


The deleteridfis effects from bed rest are well 
known. From the standpoint of an orthopedic 
Surgeon, the main deleterious effect is atrophy 
and atrophy not only of bones but also of joints, 
muscle, fascia, skin and so forth: The atrophy 
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of bones is manifested by a cecalcification; it is 
actually true that every patient who remains in 
bed for a period of days begins to lose calcium. 
It can be demonstrated by increased calcium in 
the urine. 

Another group of patients are those who have 
paraplegia. A great amount of publicity has been 
given to this condition. Much of it probably is 
uncalled for, but it has come in by press releases 
by the army and navy. This is a move to get 
patients out of bed, to get them up and about. 
The general over-all picture of the patient up and 
about, whether on crutches or in. a wheel chair, 
is much better than a patient lying in bed more 
or less deteriorating from constant and long-con- 
tinued bed rest. 

Patients who have undergone lumbosacral fu- 
sion are kept in bed two or three weeks and then 
allowed to get up. A review recently of the re- 
sults of these operations has indicated that the 
average of good results is higher than it was in 
a group studied before this shortened period of 
bed rest was prescribed. 

If grafts are put down under a heavy mass of 
spina! muscles, there is a certain amount of spasm 
and the grafts are held in position. Union seems 
to take place quicker and better than with a 
longer period of fixation. 





Physical Treatment of the “Frozen Shoulder.” H. 
‘J. Behrend, 


New York State J. Med. 48:1035 (May 1) 1948. 


When the patient complains of severe pain, 
when the area of the joint capsule is tender and 
the musculature of the shoulder girdle is found 
to be congested, hardened, and tender and when 
every attempt of moving the extremity elicits 
severe pain the author refrains from any attempt at 
active or passive motion including the application of the 
sinusoidal current. Conservative treatment is in 
order, preferably minimal long wave diathermy 
using the anterior-posterior or longitudinal (cuff 
and saddle) method. Application of the steam 
jet, hot wet compresses, mud packs, or hydro- 
galvanism with histamine or magnesium sulfate or 
local paraffin application may assist. Salicylates 
and sedatives should be prescribed liberally. 

Massage is indicated when the musculature is 
found to be the main seat of the pain. Extreme 
caution and wise management are in order. When 
the muscle is hardened in its totality and in spasm, 
mild stroking is permissible. Kneading and deep 
friction will aggravate the spasm and pain. 


After a few weeks of preparatory treatment the 
pain may disappear almost entirely; the painful 
“frozen” shoulder has changed into a painless one, 
or the character of the pain has changed distinct- 
ly, more active treatment is given. This time 


period is difficult to determine and requires ex- 
tensive experience. 

After about ten minutes of long wave diathermy 
or mild infra-red radiation, the sinusoidal current 
is used. One pad is placed over the supraclavicu- 
lar area and a cuff is placed around the middle 
The current is:turned on and is 


of the, arm. 
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slowly increased until a mild to medium strong 
contraction of all muscles is observed. After the 
musculature has definitely improved, passive 
stretching and active exercises are begun. At this 
time usually increase of range of motion can be 
observed already. The time of full recovery, how- 
ever, can be greatly reduced if stretching and 
exercise are added. 

The question arises as to whether treatment 
must be continued regularly until full motion is 
restored. This is not necessary, because once 
improvement has begun, it will continue spon- 
taneously. 





A Consultant’s Latitude. J. R. McGibony. 
Hospitals 22:31 (April) 1948. 


The profession of hospital consultation is at- 
tracting more and more qualified persons. It is 
time for present members of the field to take 
stock, to audit and evaluate their own program. 


The prime responsibility of consultants is to 
make available to hospitals all information that 
might contribute even in a minor way to improved 
patient care. 


Community planning requires ability to meas- 
ure a community for a hospital; to evaluate gen- 
erally the existing services; to gather and analyze 
pertinent data on population, morbidity, mortality, 
sociologic factors, economic status, education, lev- 
el, trade areas, transportation and geographic bar- 
riers. 


This clinical category brings together the con- 
sensus of the administrator, the pharmacist, the 
physician (internist, surgeon, obstetrician, pedia- 
trician, radiologist, pathologist, dentist and other 
related specialties) and the nurse (nursing serv- 
ices, nursing education, and subsidiary patient 
attendants). 

The hospital plans drawn by the architect af- 
fect in a marked degree the efficiency of operation 
and the standard of patient care. When acting 
as a consultant, this architect must be given writ- 
ten findings. of the clinical and administrative con- 
sultant. He cannot be expected to retain com- 
petency in the technical aspects of hospital archi- 
tecture and also specialize in the clinical and ad- 
ministrative phases. 





Experimental Hypothermia and Rewarming in 
the Dog Recovery After Severe Reduction in 
Body Temperature. Hans O. Haterius, and 
George L. Maison. 


Am. J. Physiol. 152:225 (Feb. 1) 1948. 


In studies of the hypothermic state, observations 
have been made on the capacity for recovery fol- 
lowing rather drastic reduction of body tempera- 
ture, and certain points of interest are incorpor- 
ated in the present report. It is noteworthy par- 
ticularly in view of the degree of cooling which 
can be sustained under certain conditions with 
the sequel of a complete recovery. 

The ability of normal dogs to withstand and 
to recover from marked cooling has been studied. 
Lightly anesthetized animals were submerged in

iced water until a cardiac or respirafory crisis 
occurred. Resuscitation measures included rapid 
rewarming in water 42 to 45 C., and artificial reg. 
piration as required. 

Thirteen animals survived a reduction in d 
rectal temperature to an average of 14.9 C. (range 
11.7 to 16.8 C.). Recovery in each instance was 
complete. In two animals the rectal temperature 
was reduced to 15 C. or below on two occasions, 
Shivering did not appear to play an important role 
in the rewarming process; it set in at widely vari- 
ant stages of recovery and varied.in degree from 
mild to intense. 

In cooling, the fall in body temperature was 
linear, a characteristic which in its early phase 
probably was influenced by the preimmersion an- 
esthetic. The visceral-rectal temperature gradient 
became more pronounced as cooling proceeded. 
Comparison is shown between rate of cooling of 
the living and the dead body. 

Decline in body temperature was accoimpanied 
by a-progressive fall in arterial blood pressure 
and by a bradycardia which became intensiiied as 
temperatures fell below 20 C. The slow heart 
rate was uninfluenced by vagotomy or by atro- 
pinization. 

Eight animals failed to respond favorably, or 
expired before rewarming was begun. Death was 
clearly a matter of respiratory failure in some; 
in others, it was apparently attributable to heart 
block. In one preparation, in which the rectal 
temperature fell to 11.5 C., rewarming deaths 
occurred at a rectal reading of 18.2 C. 





Tolerance Limits to Radiant Heat. D. L. Lloyd- 
Smith. 


Brit. M. J. 4559:975 (May 22) 1948. 


The thermoradiometer used was that described 
by Evans and Mendelssohn. It has been designed 
to measure all the visible and infra-red radiation. 
At the end of each test exposure the thermoradio- 
meter was put under the screen aperture in the 
place occupied by the subject’s skin and the ra- 
diation flux measured, the lamp and screen being 
in the same relation as during the test. The ra- 
diation flux was recorded in gramme-calories per 
square centimeter per minute, termed, for 
simplicity, “pyrons” (1 pyron equals 1 gram-cal- 
orie flowing through 1 square centimeter in 1 min- 
ute). 

The tolerance limit to local irradiation by vis- 
ible and infra-red rays has been measured in 
terms of radiation flux ‘and skin temperature in 
40 experimental volunteers. 

There is a sharp and well-defined transition 
from a feeling of heat which is comfortable to @ 
sensation of burning. The skin temperature at 
which this change of sensation takes place is about 
45 degrees C. (113 degrees F.) and the tolerated 
radiation is of the order of 25 gram-calories per 
square centimeter per minute. This figure is well 
above the usual therapeutic intensity, and we 
suggest that under well-defined conditions consid- 
erably higher intensities of radiant heat can be 
applied clinically than has been customary so far.
